Strong Argument in Favor of Civil 
Service Reform. 


MORMON AFFAIRS HANDLED W ITHOUT CLOVES. 


Chinese Treatie s—Coast Defenses—Finances 
—Indian Affairs. 
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W asiiixotox, December (ith.—The fallewlng-U the 
full text of the President's message, delivered to 
Congress this m orning; 
Fellow-Citizcns of the Senate and House of Rep­ 
resentatives ; I congratulate you on the continued 
and increasing prosperity of our country. By the 
favor of Divine Providence we have been ble9t 
during the past year with health, with abundant 
harvests, with profitable employment for all our 
people, with contentment at home and with 
PEACE AND FRIENDSHIP 
With other nations. The occurrence of the twenty, 
fourth election of a Chief Magistrate has afforded an­ 
other opportunity to tho people of the United States 
to exhibit to the world a significant example of the 
peaceful and s .fc transmission of the power and 
authority of the Government from the public ser­ 
vants whose terms of office are about to expire to 
their newly-chosen successors This example can­ 
not fail to impress the i rofessedly thoughtful people 
of other countries with the advantages which re­ 
publican institutions offer. The general cheerful 
acquiescence of all good citizens in the result of the 
election gives a gratifying assurai ce to our country 
and to its friends throughout the world that a gov­ 
ernment based on the free consent of an intelligent 
and patriotic people possesses eminently a strength, 
stabil ty and |>ermanencc not found in any other form 
of government. 
AFFAIRS IN THE SOUTH. 
The continued opposition to the full and free en­ 
joyment of the rights of citizeuship conferred niton 
the colored people by the Coustitut on still pre- 
ails in several of the late slavchoiding States. It 
has, perhaps, not been manifested in the recent 
election to any large extent in acts of violence or 
intimidation. It has, however, by fraudulent prac­ 
tices in connection with ballots, with the regulations 
as to its places and manner of voting, and with 
counting, returning and canvassing the votes cast, 
been successful in defeating the exercise of the right 
preservative of all rights—tho right of suf­ 
frage— which tho Constitution expressly confers on 
our enfranchised citizens. It is the desire of the 
good people of the whole country that sectionalism, 
as a factor ¡n our politics, Bhould aisappear. They 
prefer that no section of the country should be 
united in a solid opposition to any other section. 
The disposition to refuse a prompt and hearty 
obedience to the equal rights amendments to the 
Constitution is all that now stands in the way of a 
complete obliteration of sectional lines in our po­ 
litical contests. As long as these amendments are 
flagrantly violated or disregarded, it is safe to pre­ 
sume that the people, who placed them in the Con­ 
stitution os embodying the legitimate results of the 
war for the Union, and who believe them to be wise 
and necessary, will continue to act together, 
and to insist that they shall be obeyed. The jara- 
luount question still is, as to the enjoyment of the 
right by every American citizen, who has the 
requisite qualifications, to freely cast his vote and 
have it hnnestly counted. 
With this iuesti<r 
rightly settled, the country will be relieved of *"7o 
contentions of the past: bygones will indeed be by­ 
gones, and political and party isEU es with restwet to 
the economy aud efficiency of the administration, 
internal improvements, the tariff, tlcmestic taxa­ 
tion, e iHcathm, finance an 1 other important sub­ 
jects, will then receive their full share of attention. 
But resistance to and nullification of the results cf 
the war will unite together in resolute ourpose for 
their support all who maintain the authority of the 
Government aud the perpetuity of the Union, and 
who adequately appreciate the value of tho victory 
achieved. This determination proceeds from no 
hostile sentiment or feeling to any part of the peo­ 
ple of our country, or to any of their interests. 
The inviolability of the amendments rests upon the 
fundamental principle of our Government They 
are the solemn expression of the will of the people 
of the United States. The sentiment that the con­ 
stitutional rights of all our citizens m ust be main­ 
tained docs not grow weaker. It will continue to 
control the government of the country. Happily the 
history of the late elections shows that in many 
parts of the country where opposition to tho Fif­ 
teenth Amendment has heretofore prevailed it is 
diminishing, and is likely to cease altogether if firm 
and well considered action is taken by Congress. I 
trust the House of Representatives and the Senate, 
which have the right to judge of the election re­ 
turns and qualifications of their own members, will 
see to it that every case of violation of the letter or 
spirit of tho Fifteenth Amendment is thoroughly 
investigated, and that no benefit front such viola­ 
tion shall accrue to any person or party. It will he 
the duty of tho Executive, with sufficient appropria 
tions for the purpose, to prosecute unsparingly ail 
who have been engaged in depriving citizens of the 
rights guaranteed to them by the Constitution. 
POPULAR EDUCATION. 
It must no*, however, be forgotten that the best 
and surest guarantee of the primary rights of citi­ 
zenship is to be found in that capacity for self-pro- 
tectijii which call belong only to a people whose 
right to universal suffrage is supported by univer­ 
sal education. The means at the commend of local 
and State authorities are ill many cases wholly 
inadequate to furnish free instruction to ail who 
need it. 
This is especially true where beforo 
emancipation the 
education of the 
people 
was neglected or prevented in the interest of 
slavery. Firmly convinced that the subject of pop­ 
ular education deserves the earnest attention 
of the 
people of Ihe whole 
country, and 
with a 
view to wise and 
comprehensive 
action by the Government of the United States, 
I respectfu’ly recommend that Coigress, by suitable 
legislation, and with proper safeguards, supplement 
the local 
educational funds in the several States 
where the grave duties and responsibilities of citi­ 
zenship have been devolved on an uneducated peo­ 
ple, by devoting to the purpose grants of the public 
lands, and, if necessary, by appropriations from the 
treasury of the United States. Whatever the Gov­ 
ernment can fairly do to promote free popular edu­ 
cation ought to be (lone. Wherever general educa­ 
tion is found, peace, virtue and social order prevail, 
and civil and religions lilierty are secure. 
THE CIVIL SERVICE, 
In my former annual messages 1 have asked 
the attention of 
Congress to 
the urgent 
necessity 
of 
a 
reaffirmation 
of 
the 
civil service system of the Government. 
My 
views concerning the dangers of patronage or ap­ 
pointments for personal or partisan consideration 
have been strengthened by my observation and expe­ 
rience in the Executive office, and I believe the dan­ 
gers threaten the stability of the Government. 
Abuses so serious in their nature cannot be perma­ 
nently tolerated. They tend to become more alarm ­ 
ing with the enlaigement of the administrative 
service, as the growth of the country and population 
increases the number of officers and placemen em­ 
ployed. 
The reasons are imperative for the 
adoption cf fixed rules for the regulation 
of appointments, promotion, pay and remov­ 
als, and the establishing of a uniform method, 
having exclnsively in every instance the attainment 
of tho best qualifications for the position in ques­ 
tion. Such a method alone is consistent with the 
equal rights of all citizens, and the most econom­ 
ical and efficient administration of the public 
business. Competitive examinations in aid of im­ 
partial appointments and promotion hare been 
conducted for some years post in re vend‘of the ex­ 
ecutive departments, and by my direction the sys­ 
tem baa been adopted in the Custom-houses and 
Postoffices of the largest cities of the country. In 
the city of Xew York over 2,00-3 persons in the 
civil service have been Bubject <ti their appoint­ 
ments and|tcuurc of place to the operation of pub­ 
lished rules for the purpose during the past two 
years. The results of these practical trials have 
been very satisfactory, a id have confirmed my 
opinion in favor of this ivste n of selection. All 
are subject to the same tests, an 1 the result is free 
from prejudice, personal favor or partban influence. 
It secures for the position applied for the best qual­ 
ifications attainable among the competing appli- 


cants. It iá an effectual protection from the prers- 
ure of importunity, which, under any other 
course pursued, largely exacts the time and 
attention cf the appointing office s, to their 
great 
detrim ent 
in 
the 
discharge 
of 
other official 
duties, preventing the abuse 
of the service for the mere furtherance of private 
or party purpo es, and having the employe of the 
Government freed from the obligation iirpoged by 
patronage, to depend solely upon merit for retention 
aud advancement, and with this constant incentive 
to exertion and improvement. These invaluable re­ 
sults have been attained in a high degree in the 
offices where the rules for appointment by competi­ 
tive examination have been applied. A method 
which has so approved itself by experimental tests 
at points where such tests may be fairly considered 
conclusive, should be extended to all subordinate 
positions under the Government. I believe a strong 
and growing public sentiment demands immediate 
measures for securing and enforcing the highest 
possible efficiency in the civil service and its pro­ 
tection fr )tn recognized abuses, and that the expe­ 
rience referred to has demonstrated tlie feasibility 
of bucIi measures. The examinations in the Cus­ 
tom-houses and Postoffices have been held under 
many embarrassments, and without provision 
for compensation for the extra labor per­ 
formed 
by the 
officers 
who 
have 
con­ 
ducted them, and whose commendable interest 
in the public service has induced this devotion 
and labor without pecuniary reward. A continuance 
of these labors gratuitously ought not to be expected, 
and without an appropriation by Congress for com­ 
pensation it is not practicable to extend the system 
of examinations generally throughout the civil serv­ 
ice. It is also highly important that all such ex­ 
aminations should be conducted upon a uniform 
system and under a central supervision. Section 
1753 of the Revised Statutes authorizes the Presi­ 
dent to prescribe the regulations for admission to 
the civil service of the United States, and for this 
purpose to employ suitable persons to conduct the 
requisite inquiries with reference to the fitness of 
each candidate in respect to t»ge, health, character, 
knowledge and ability for the branch of service into 
which he seeks to enter. But the law is practically 
inoperative, for the want of the requisite ap­ 
propriation. I therefore recommend an appropria­ 
tion of $2f>,QC0 per annum to meet the ex­ 
penses of a committee to be appointed by the 
President, in accordance with the terms of this sec­ 
tion, whose duty it shall be to devise a just, uni­ 
form and efficient sys; em of competitive examination, 
and to supervise theapplicatiou of the same through­ 
out the entire civil service of the Government. 
I am pAreuaded that the facilities which such a com­ 
mittee will afford for the testing of the fitness of 
those who apply for office will not only be as wel­ 
come a relief to the members of Co-gress as it will 
be to the President and heads of departments, but 
that it will also tend to remove the causes of em­ 
barrassment which now unavoidably and constantly 
attend the conflicting claims of patronage between 
the legislative and executive departments. The 
most effectual check upon the pernicious competi­ 
tion of influence and official favoritism in the be­ 
stowal of office will be the substitution of an open 
competition of merit between the applicants, in 
w hich every one can make his own record, with the 
assurance that his success will depend upon this 
alone. I also recommend such legislation as, while 
leaving every officer as free as any other citizen to 
express his political opinion and to use his means 
for their advancement, shall also enable him to feel 
as safe as any private citizen in the refusal of all 
demands upon his salary for political purposes. A 
law which should thus guarantee true liberty and 
justice to all who are engaged in the public service, 
and likewise certain stringent provisions against 
^he use of official authority to coerce the political 
action of private citizens or official subordinates, is 
greatly to be desired. The most serious obstacle, 
however, to an improvement of the civil service, 
and especially to reform in the method of appoint­ 
ment and removal, has been found to be the prac­ 
tice, under what is known as the “ spoils system,” 
by which the appointing power has been so largely 
encroached upon by members of Congress. The first 
step in the reform of tlie civil service m ust be a com­ 
plete divorce between Congress and Executive In the 
a atter of appointments. The corrupting doctriue 
uti 4< to tlie \ ictors belong the spoils” is insepar­ 
able from Congressional patronage, as the estab­ 
lished rule and practice of parties in power. It 
seems to be understood by applicants for office, and 
by the people generally, that Representatives and 
Senators are entitled to disburse the patron­ 
age of their respective districts and States. 
It 
is 
not 
here 
necessary 
to 
recite 
at 
length the evil resulting frrm this usurpa­ 
tion of the executive functions. 
The true 
principles of the Government on the subject of 
appointments to office, os stated in the National 
Conventions of the leading parties of the country, 
have again and again been approved by the Ameri­ 
can people, and have not been called in question in 
an}* quarter. These authentic expressions cf public 
opmiou upon this all important subject are the 
statement of principles that belong to' the consti­ 
tutional structure of the Government - that under 
the Constitution the President and heads of depart­ 
ments are to make nominations for office, the Sen­ 
ate is to advise and consent to appointments, and 
the House of Representatives Í9 to accuse and prose­ 
cute faithless officers. The best interest of the 
puhlic service demand that these distinctions 
be respected; that Seuators and Representatives, 
who may be judges and accusers, should not dictate 
appointments to office. To this end the co-opera­ 
tion of the legislative department cf the Govern­ 
ment is requested alike by the necessities of the case 
and by public exigencies. Members of Congress 
will not be relieved from the demand made upon 
them with reference to appointment to office until 
by legislative enactment the pernicious practice is 
condemned and forbidden. It is therefore recom­ 
mended that an Act be passed defining tlie relations 
of members of Congress with respect to appointment 
to office by the President, and I also recommend 
that the provisions of Section 1707 and of the sec­ 
tions following, of the Revised Statutes, comprising 
the tenure of office 
of March 2,1367, be repealed. 
Believing that the reform of the system and methods 
of the civil service in our country is one of the 
highest nnd most imperative duties of statesman­ 
ship, and that it can bo permanently done only by 
the co-opcration of the legislative and executive de­ 
partments of the Government, I again recommend 
the whole subject to your considerate attention. 
POLYGAMY. 
It is the recognized duty and purpose of the 
people of the United States and States to suppress 
polygamy where it now exists in our Territories and 
prevent its extension. Faithful and zealous efforts 
have been ma 'c by the United States authorities in 
Utah to enforce the laws against it. Experience has 
shown that the legislation upon this subject, to be 
effective, requires executive modification and 
amendments. The longer action is delayed the more 
difficult it wiil be to accomplish what is desired. 
Prompt and decided measures are necessary. The 
Mormon sectarian organization which unliolds 
polygamy has the whole power of making and ex 
ecuting the local legislation of the Territory. By its 
control of the grand and petit juries it possesses 
a large influence over the administration of justice. 
Exercising, as the heads of this sect do, the local 
political power of the Territory, they are able to 
make effective their hostility to the law of CongTess 
on the subject of polygamy, and in fact to prevent 
its enforcement. Polygamy will not be abolished if 
the enforcement of the law depends upon those who 
practice it and uphold the crime. It can only be 
suppressed by taking away the political power of 
the Beet which encourages and sustains it. The 
power of Congress to enact a suitable law to 
protect the Territeries is ample. 
It is not 
safe 
for 
half-way 
measures. 
The 
political 
power of 
the Mormon sect is increasing. 
It controls now one of our wealthiest and most pop­ 
ulous Territories. 
It is extending steadily into 
other Territories. Wherever it goes it establishes 
polygamy and sectarian political power. The sane 
tity of marriage and family relations are the corner­ 
stone of our American society and civilization. 
Religious liberty and the separation of Church and 
State are among the elementary ideas of free insti­ 
tutions. For the re establishment of tho interests 
and principles which polygamy and Mormonism have 
imperiled and the reopening to intelligent and vir­ 
tuous immigrants of all creeds that part of our do­ 
main which has been in a great degree closed to gen­ 
eral immigration by the intolerant and immoral in- 
s;itutions, it is recommended that the government 
of the Territory cf Utah be reorganized, that Con­ 
gress provide for the government of Utah by a Gov­ 
ernor and Judges or Commissioners appointed by 
the President and confirmed by the Senate, or a 
government analogous to the jrovisional govern­ 
ment established for the territory northwest of 
Ohio by the ordinance of 1737. If, however, it is 
deemed best to continue the existing form of the 
looal government, I recommend that the right to 
vote, bold office and sit on juries in the Territory of 
Utah be confined to those who neither practice nor 
uphold polygamy. 
If thorough measur s are 
adopted, it is believed that within a few years the 
evils which now affect Utah will be eradicated, and 


th!s Territory will in good time beconv* one of the 
most prosperous and attractive of the nd.w States of 
the Union. 
THE FISHERIE8 QUESTION. 
Our relations with foreign countries have been 
these of undisturbed peace, and have presented no 
occasion for concern as to its contiuued rnaintenat ce. 
My anticipation of an early reply from the British 
Government to the demand of indemnity to onr 
fishermen for injuries suffered by that industry at 
Fortune Pay in January, 1373, which I expressed in 
my last annual message, was a disappointment. 
This answer was received only in the latter part of 
April in the present year, and when received exhib­ 
ited a failure of accord between the two Govern­ 
ments as to the measure of inshore fishing privi­ 
leges secured to our fishermen by the Treaty of 
Washington, and iff so serious a character that I 
made it the subject of a communication to Congress, 
in which I recommended the adoption of measures 
which seemed to me proper to bs taken by this 
Government in the maintenance of the rights ac 
corded to our fishermen under the treaty, and to­ 
wards the security and indemnity for tho injury 
these interests had suffered. A bill to carry out 
these recommendations was under consideration 
by the House of Representatives at the time of the 
adjournment of Congress in Juno last. Within a 
few weeks I have received a communication from 
Her Majesty’s Government renewing consideration 
of the subject, both of indemnity for injuries at For­ 
tune Bay and of the interpretation of the treaty, in 
which the previous correspondence had shown the 
two Governments to be at variance upon both these 
topics. A disposition toward a friendly agreement 
is manifested by the recognition of our light to in­ 
demnity for the transactions at Fortune Bay, leav­ 
ing the measure of such indemnity to a further 
conference, aad by an assent to the views of this 
Government presented in the previous correspond 
euce, that the regulation of the conflicting inters t 3 
of the shore fishery of the provincial seacoasts and the 
vessel fishery of our fishermen should be made the 
subject of conference and concurrent arrangement 
between the two Governments. I sincerely hope a 
basis may be found for a speedy adjustm ent of the 
very serious divergence of views in the interpreta­ 
tion of the fishery clauses of the Treaty of Wash­ 
ington, which, as the "correspondence between the 
two Governments stood at the close of the last ses­ 
sion of Congress, seemed irreconcilable. 
THE AUSTRALIAN EXHIBITIONS. 
In the important exhibition of arts and industries 
which was held last year at Sydney, New South 
Wales, as well as in that now in progress at Mel­ 
bourne, the United States have been efficiently and 
honorably represented. The exhibitors from this 
country at the former place received a large number 
of awards in some of the most considerab'e depart­ 
ments, and the participation of the United States 
was recognized by a special mark of distinction. 
In the exhibition at Melbourne, the share taken by 
our country is no less notable, and an equal degree 
of success is confidently expected. 
FOREIGN RELATIONS. 
The state of peace and tranquillity now enjoyed 
by all the nations of the Continent of Europe has 
¡Is favorable influence upon our diplomatic and 
commercial relations with them. We have con­ 
cluded and ratified a Convention with the French 
Republic for the settlement of the claims of the 
citizens of either country against the other. Under 
this Convention a Commission, presided ovtr by 
a distinguished publicist, appointed in pursuance 
of the request of both nations by his Majesty the 
Emperor of Brazil, has been organized, and has 
begun its session in this city. 
A Congress to cons'der means for the protection 
of industrial property has recently been in session 
in Paris, to which I have appointed the Ministers of 
the United States in France and Belgium as dele­ 
gates. 
1 he International Commission upon Weights and 
Measures also contiuues its work in Paris. 
I invite your attention to the necessity of an 
appropriation to be made to enable this Govern­ 
ment to comply with its obligations under the met­ 
rical convention. 
Our friendly relations with the German Fmpire 
continue without interruption. At the recent In­ 
let natiosm{^Exhibition of FUh and Fisheries at Ber­ 
lin, the »Kirucipatiou of the United States, notwith­ 
standing -u^iaste with which the Commission was 
forced to make its preparations, was extremely suc­ 
cessful and meritorious, winning for private exhib­ 
itors numerous awards of a high class, and for the 
country at large the principal prize cf honor offered 
by his Majesty, the Emperor. The result of this 
reat success cannot but be advantageous to this 
important aud growing industry*. There have been 
some questions raised between the two Governments 
as to the proper tffect and interpretation of our 
treaties of naturalization, but recent dispatches from 
our Minister at Berlin show that favorable progress 
is making toward an understanding in acoordanca 
with the views of this Government, which makes 
and admits no distinction whatever between the 
rights of native and naturalized citizens of the 
United States. In fact, the complaints of molesta­ 
tion suffered by naturalized citizens abroad have 
never been fewer than at present. 
There is nothing cf importance to note in our 
unbroken friendly relations with the Governments 
f Austria, Hungary, Russia, Portugal, Sweden and 
Norway, Switzerland, Turkey and Greece. 
During last summer several vessels belonging to 
the merchant marine of this country, sailing in 
neutral waters of the West Indies, were fired at, 
boarded and searched by armed cruisers of the 
Spanish Government. 
The ciicumstance, as re­ 
ported, involved not only private injury to the per­ 
sons concerned, but seemed too little observant cf 
the friendly relations existing for a century between 
this country and Spain. The wrong was brought to 
the attention of the Spanish Government in a seri­ 
ous protest and remonstrance, and the m atter is un­ 
dergoing investigation by tlie royal authorities, with 
a view to such reparation as may be called for by 
tho facts. The Commissi* » sittirg in this city for 
the adjudication of the claims of our citizens 
against the Government of Spain is, it is hoped, ap­ 
proaching a termination of its labors. The claims 
against the United States, under the Florida treaty 
with Spain, was submitted to Congress for its action 
at the late session, and I again invite your attention 
to this long-standing question, with a view to a final 
disjxwition of the m atter. At the invitation of the 
Spanish Government a conference has recently been 
held at the city of Madrid to consider the subject of 
the protection by foreign powers of the native 
Moors in the Empire of Morocco. Tlie Minister of 
the United States in Spain was directed to take part 
in the deliberations of this conference, the result 
of which is a convention, signed on behalf of all 
the Powers represented. The instrum ent will be 
laid before the Senate for its consideration. The 
Government of the United States has also lostno 
opportunity to urge upon that of the Emperor of 
Morocco the necessity, in accordance with the 
humane and enlightened spirit of the age, of put­ 
ting an end to the persecutions which have been so 
prevalent in that country of persons of a faith 
other than Moslem, and especially of the Hebrew 
residents of Morocco. 
The consular treaty concluded with Belgium has 
not yet been officially promulgated, owing to the 
alteration of a word in the text by the Senate of the 
United States, which has occasioned delay, during 
which the time allowed for ratification has expired. 
The Senate will be asked to extend the period for 
ratification. 
The attem pt to negotiate a treaty of extradition 
with Denmark failed, on account of the objection of 
the Danish Government to the usual clause provid­ 
ing that each nation should pay the expense of the 
arrest of prisoners whose extradition is asked. 
The provisions made by Congress at its last ses­ 
sion for the expenses of the Commission which has 
been appointed and entered upon negotiations with 
the Imperial Government of China on a subject of 
great interest to the relations of the two countries, 
enabled the Commissioners to proceed at onee upon 
their mission. The Imjierial Government was pre­ 
pared to give prompt and respectful attention to the 
matters brought under negotiation, and the con­ 
ferences proceeded with such rapidity that on the 
17th of November last two treaties were signed at 
T ckin- one relating to the introduction of Chinese 
into this country, and one relating to commerce. 
Mr. Trescotfc, one of the Commissioners, is now on 
his way home, bringing the treaties, and it is ex­ 
pected that they will be received in season to be 
laid before the Senate early in January. 
Our Minister in Japan has negotiated a convention 
for the reciprocal relief of shipwrecked seamen. 
I take occasion to urge once more upon Con­ 
gress the propriety of making provision| for 
the erection of suitable firc-proof buildings at the 
Jajmncse capital for the use of the American Lega­ 
tion, and a couit house and jail connected with it 
The Japanese Government, with great generosity 
and courtesy, has offered for this purpose an eli­ 
gible i ieee of land. 
In my last annual message I called the attention 
of Congress to the subject of the indemnity funds 
received some years ago from China and Japan. I 
renew the recommendation then made, that what­ 
ever portions of these funds are due to American 
citizens should be [ rcm ptly \ aid, and the residís 


r ‘turned to the nations, respectively, to which they 
jmtty* and equitably belong. 
The extradition treaty with the Kingdom of the 
Netherlands, which has been for some time in the 
course of negotiation, lias, during the past year, 
been conceded and duly ratified. 
Relations of friendship and amity have been ea- 
tablichcd between the Government of the United 
States and that of Roumania. We have sent a dip­ 
lomatic representative to Bucharest, and have re­ 
ceived at this capital a Special Envoy, who has teen 
charged by Ilia Royal Highness, Prince Charles, to 
announce the independent sovereignty of Roumania. 
We hope for a sp-edy development of commercial 
relations between the two countries. 
In my last annual message I expressed a hope 
that the prevalence of quiet on the border between 
this country and Mexico would soon become so as­ 
sured as to justify a modification of the orders 
then in force to our military commanders in regard 
re crosslug the frontier, without encouraging such 
disturbances as would endanger the peace of the two 
countries. Events moved in accordance with these 
expectations, and the orders were accordingly 
withdrawn, to the entire satisfacüo». of our own cit­ 
izens and the Mexican Government. Subsequently 
the peace of the border was again disturbed by a 
savage foray uuder the command of Chief Victorio. 
but by the continued and harmonious action of the 
military forces of both countries his band ha9 been 
broken up and substantially destroyed. There is 
reason to belie\e that the obstacles which have so 
long prevented rapid and convenient communication 
between the United States and Mexico by railways 
are on the point of disappearing, and that several 
im portant enterprises of this character wiil soon be 
set on foot, which cannot fail to contribute largely 
to the prosperity of this country. 
New Envoys from Guatemala, Columbia, Bolivia. 
Venezuela and Nicaragua have recently arrived at 
this capital, whore distinction and enlightenment 
affords the best guarantee of the continuance of 
friendly relations between ourselves and these sis­ 
ter republics. 
THE ISTHMUS CANAL PROJECT. 
The relations between this Government and that 
of the United States of Colombia have engaged 
public attention during the last year, mainly by rea­ 
son of the project of the interoccamc caual across 
the Isthm us of Panama, to be built by private capi­ 
tal, under concessions from the Colombian Govern­ 
ment for that purpose. The treaty obligations sub­ 
sisting bet ween the United States and Colombia, by 
which we guarantee the neutrality of transit and 
the security of property on the Colombian 
isthmus, make it necessary that the conditions uuder 
which so stupendous a change in the region em­ 
braced in this guarantee should be effected, traus 
forming, as it would, this isthmus from a barrier 
between the Atlantic and Pacific oceans into a gate­ 
way and thoroughfare between them for the 
navies and merchant 9hips of the world, should re­ 
ceive the approval of this Government, as being 
compatible with the discharge of these obligations 
on our part, and consistent with our iuterests as the 
principal commercial power of the western hemis­ 
phere. The view’s which I expressed in a special 
message to Congress in March last in relation to this 
project I deem it my duty again to press upon your 
attention. Subsequent consideration has but con­ 
firmed the opinion “ that it is the right and duty 
of the United States to assist and maintain tuch su­ 
pervision and authority over any intcroceanic canal 
across the Isthmus that connects North and South 
America as will protect our national in terest.” 
The war between the Republics of Chile on the 
one hand and the allied Republics of Peru and Bo­ 
lina on the other, s:ill continues. 
This 
Government has not felt callad upon to in­ 
terfere in a contest that is within the belligerent 
rights of parties as independent States. We have, 
however, always held ourselves in readiness to aid 
in accommodating their differences, and have at 
different times notified both belligerents of our 
willingness to render such service. Our good offices 
in this direction were recently accepted by all tie 
belligerents, and it was hoped that they would 
prove efficacious ; but I regret to announce that the 
measures which the Ministers of the United States 
at Santiago and Lima were authorized to take, with 
a view to bring about peace, were not successful. 
In the course of the war some questions have arisen 
affecting our neutral rights, in all of which the 
Ministers of the United States have, under their 
instructions, acted with promptness and energy» in 
the protection of American interests. 
Tlie relations of tie United States with the Em­ 
pire of Brazil continue to be most cordial, and their 
commercial intercourse steadily increases, to their 
mutual advantage. 
The internal disorders with which the Argentino 
Republic has for some timo past been afflicted, and 
which have more or less influenced its external 
trade, arc understood to have been brought to a 
close. This happy result may be expected to re­ 
dound to the benefit of the foreigu commerce of that 
Republic, as well as to the development of its vast 
interior resources. 
In Samoa, the Government of King Malietoa, un- 
d 3r the support and recogni ion of the Consular 
representatives of the United States, Great Britain 
and Germany, seems to have given peace and tran­ 
quillity to the islands. While it does not a pear de­ 
sirable to adopt as a whole the scheme of a tripartite 
local government which has been proposed, the 
common interests of the three great treaty Powers 
require harmony in their relations to the native 
form of government, and this may be best assured 
by simply a diplomatic agreement between them. 
It would he well if the Consular jurisdiction of our 
representative at Apia were increased in extent and 
importance, so as to guard American interests in 
the surrounding and outlying is lands of Occanica. 
The obelisk, generously presented by the Khedive 
of Fgypt to the city of New York, has safely arrived 
in this country, and will be erected in that me­ 
tropolis. 
The Commission for the liquidation of the Egyp* 
tixn debt has Utely coneluaed its work, ard this 
Gove-nment, at the earnest solicitation of the 
Khedive, has acceded to the provisions adopted by 
it, which w ill be laid before Congress for its infor­ 
mation. 
The Commission for a revision of the judicial code 
for the tribunals of Egypt is now in session in 
Cairo. 
Mr. Forman, Consul-General, and J. M. 
Batchelder, Esq., have been appointed as Commis­ 
sioners to participato in this work. The organiza­ 
tion will probably be continued for another period 
of five years. 
INTERNATIONAL SANITARY CONFERENCE. 
In pursuance of an Act passed at the last session 
of Congress, an invitation has been extended to the 
foreign maritime States to join in 3 sanitary con­ 
ference m Washington, beginning the 1st of Jan­ 
uary*. The accsptance of this invitation by many of 
the prominent Powers gives promise of success in 
this imi>ortant measure, designed to establish a sys­ 
tem of international modification, by which the 
spread of infectious or epidemic diseases may be 
more effectively checked or prevented. 
TRADE AND COMMERCE. 
The attention of Congress is invited to the neces­ 
sary appropriations for carrying into effect meas­ 
ures to enlarge the trade and commerce of the 
United States through the active agency of the con­ 
sular officers, and through the dissemination of in ­ 
formation obtained from them. 
The un relaxed 
interest in these effort?, as developed in our com­ 
mercial communities, and the value of the informa­ 
tion secured by this means to the trade and 
manufactures of the country, were recognized by 
Congress at its last session, and provision was made 
for the more frequent pu biication of consular and 
other reports by the Department of State. The 
first issue of this publication has now been prepared, 
and subsequent issues may regularly be expected. 
The importance and interest attached to the reports 
of consular officers are witnessed by the general de­ 
mand for them l y all classes of merchants and 
manufacturers engaged in our foreign trade. It is 
believed that the sy stem of sueh publication is de­ 
serving the approval of Congress, and that the 
necessary appropriation for its continuance and en • 
largement will commend itself to your considera­ 
tion. The prosperous energies cf our do­ 
mestic industries aud Ibeir immense produc­ 
tion now subject to foreign commerce invito 
and even require active development according to 
tbe wishes and interests * f our people in that rirec- 
tion. Especially important is it that our commer­ 
cial relations with the Atlantic and Pacific coasts of 
South America, and with the West Indies and Gulf of 
Mexico, should be direct, and not through the cir­ 
cuit of a European system, and should be carried 
on in our own bottoms. A full appreciation of the 
opportunities which our frortt on tbe Pacific ocean 
gives to commerce with Japan, China and the East 
Indies, with Australia an 1 the Islán 1 gronp which 
lie along these routes of navigation, should inspire 
equal efforts to appropriate to our own shipping 
and to administer I y our own capital a due propor­ 
tion of this trade. Wiiatever modification of our 
regulations of trade and navigation msy be neces­ 
sary or useful, to meet and direct this impulse to 
the enlargement of our carrying trade, I am sure 
the wisdom o# Congress will supply. One initial

CHINA 
AND 
THE 
OPIUM 
TRADE, 


I t is rumored th at the new commercial 
treaty w ith China contains provisions in 
regard to the opium trade which promise 
to produce very im portant results for the 
Chinese. 
It is said that our Commission­ 
ers agreed to consent th at this country 
should be prohibited from engaging in the 
opium traffic, the object being to effect a 
leverage for diplomatic action upon Eng­ 
land. 
The latter country, as is well 
known, forced its Indian opium upon 
China at the cannon's mouth, in one of the 
most infamous wars ever engaged in by a na­ 
tion pretending to be civilized. 
It is in­ 
deed by no means improbable th at if there 
bad been any considerable American traffic in 
opium our Commissioners would have hes­ 
itated to accept a condition of this kind. 
Hut fortunately we have no appreciable in­ 
terest in the sale of that poison, and so we 
could afford to help China in outmaneuver- 
ing England. 
When the latter sees that 
the United .States have consented to this 
prohibition she will be placed in a quan­ 
dary. 
If then Bhc insists upon the main 
tenance of her right to poison the sub­ 
jects of the Pekin Government, she must 
p a t the in8tter nakedly upon the brutal 
ground of self-interest alone, and we 
do not believe that in the face of the out­ 
cry- such a position would e x tirt from the 
civilized world, her Parliament would dare 
to adhere to the proposition. If the United 
.States in this indirect way succeeds in 
liberating China from the curse which the 
heathen 
rapacity of Christian England 
Las fastened upon her, she will owe us a 
debt of gratitude which, as usual with 
nations, she will take care not to discharge. 
Virtue, however, being its own reward, 
this consideration ought not to be regarded 
as of any consequence. 


THE 
CHRISTIANCY 
CASE. 


The sensational episode which has just 
brought the Christiancy divorce case to a 
standstill certainly does not reflect any 
credit upon the late M inister to Ptru. 
It 
appears that the whole ease rested upon 
the affidavit of a hotel clerk to the effect 
th at Mrs. Christiancy had occupied a room 
at his hotel with a person not her husband. 
And this clerk, being now confronted with 
Mrs, Christiancy in Court, declares that 
she is not the woman who was pointed out 
to him as Mis. Christiancy, and that in 
fact he never saw her before. The singular 
fact about tbis is not that the clerk should 
have been mistaken, but that a guit for 
divorce should httve been commenced upon 
no better grounds. 
It is impossible to be. 
lieve that any care was exercised in exam­ 
ining the truth of the clerk’s statement, 
for it now appears that he himself relied 
altogether upon the statem ent of some­ 
body cl3e, and had no personal knowledge 
of the identity of the lady whose character 
he nevertheless undertook to swear away. 
M rs. Christiancy is to be congratulated 
upon this vindication of her fame, but 
hardly- upon the probable failure of the 
scheme to separate her from a husband 
capable of so reiklcss and cruel an attack 
upon his wife’s honor. 


RUMOE3 ABOUT RtFUNDING. 


I t is rumored that considerable Hiffer- 
ence of opinion exists among Congressmen 
in relation to the refunding bill which is 
now so peremptorily demanded. 
Secretary 
Sherman, it is believed, will propose a 
three per cent, long bond for the majority 
of the lives and sixes, and also a three-and- 
a-half per cent, short bond. Doubtless Mr. 
Sherman understands as well as auy man 
in the country- w hat prospect there is of 
floating securities at lower rates of interest 
than have yet been reached, and Congress 
is not likely to hit upon a more sagacious 
plan than th at which his ripe experience 
suggests. 
T hat the fives and sixes can be 
refunded below four pier cent, appears to 
be adm itted beyond controversy, and the 
question of three long or three-and-a half 
short, is really one r ire of simple arithm e­ 
tic than anything else.

THE 
PRESIDEN T’S 
MESSAGE. 


Th9 n essage of the outgoing Pccsident is 
usually of more consequence to him than 
of interest to the country. 
The faces of 
men are always set forward, and they desire 
rather to learn th e policy and purposes 
new rnlcrs than to rtview the courae of 
those who are about to withdraw from the 
scene of action. 
To the President himself, 
however, hi3 final message is necessarily 
mr.re than commonly im portant. 
He feds 
it proper and necessary to rehearse the 
measures of his administration, tocffer sug­ 
gestions for the use of his successor, and to 
make recommendations to Congress which 
his experience may approve. 
I t may often 
be th at the last messages of a conscientious 
Executive contain 
more 
pregnant 
aud 
statesm anlike ideas than his earlier state 
papers, since after four years of govern­ 
m ent he certainly should be better pre­ 
pared to discuss grave questions uuder- 
standingiy than when he entered office. In 
these times, however, it is very difficult for 
Presidents to offer the public anything 
new. 
The press and the departm ent re­ 
ports have always forestalled whatever of 
special interest the Government may have 
to communicate, before Congress meets, 
and the result is that unleg3 the Executive 
be an original thinker his messages are apt 
to be tame, trite, aud not a little super­ 
fluous. 
President Hayes has w ritten at 
srreat length on this occasion, but alarge pro­ 
portion of bis message is little more than 
a recapitulation of the statem ents aud sug­ 
gestions of the heads of departments, and 
as these have already been published and 
commented on, it would be a waste of 
time to notice them again. 
Naturally 
President Hayes devotes considerable space 
to the im portant subject oí civil service 
reform. 
W hat he says of it is partly a 
vindication and partly an exposition. 
He 
of course adheres to the principles which 
he has so frequently expressed, and he in. 
tiinates th at though the progress already 
made in the line of reform has not been 
very encouraging, yet the results of what 
has been achieved are so striking as to af­ 
ford a tangible basis for further and more 
vigorous effort. 
The country is by this 
time aware th at President Hayes suc­ 
cumbed, in this regard, to circumstances 
which stronger men had previously, been 
much more disastrously overthrown by. 
But while he failed to carry out the reform 
he had at heart, it must always te remem­ 
bered to his credit that he refused to the 
last to acknowledge the supremacy of the po­ 
litical “ bosses,” and th at he not only en­ 
dured the ostracism by which they sought 
to punish him, with good-natured con­ 
tem pt, but succeeded in giving the country 
an administration entirely free from offi­ 
cial scandals, and distinctly moral and ele­ 
vated in tone. 
W hether his views opon 
Civil Service ieform will bear fruit in the 
coming administration remains to be Been. 
On the Southern question the President 
expresses himself hopefully, though as it 
seems to u*, w ithout sufficient ground?. 
He endeavors to persuade himself th at the 
change in the political methods of that 
region from bulldozing to ballot-tox stuff­ 
ing is an advance in civilization, and he 
thinks th at in its turn ballot-box stuffiug 
will give place to better methods. 
We 
arc afraid that- the change in SoutLern 
methods is really attributable to the dis­ 
covery th at violence was unnecessary, 
since fraud would produce the tim e re­ 
sults with lers scandal and nohe. 
That 
there is aby lees disposition at the South 
to deny the negro his po'iticul rights we 
see no evidence. 
He is still disfranchised, 
and those who disfranchise him appear 
in no way-inclined to abandon the power 
they have usurped. 
Mr. Hayes has, how­ 
ever, nothing to upbraid himself with in 
this connection. 
He took the only course 
which the Constitution left open to him, 
and those who find fault with his policy 
hold by implication that they would have 
favored unconstitutional methods. 
The President is quite severe on Mormon 
polygamy, and urges upon Congress the 
duty of abolishing th at institution. 
It is 
evident th at he has not studied the ques­ 
tion sufficiently, and th at his ideas upon it 
are rather ecclesiastical than statesman­ 
like. 
It is not an easy m atter to enforce 
laws which are obnoxious to a whole com­ 
munity, and this his Southern experience 
should have taught him. His recommenda­ 
tion th at the Territorial Government of 
U tah be reorganized in order to give effect 
to Congressional legislation is not at all to 
the purpose. 
Any such policy would he 
sure to help Mormonism by lighting the 
flames of fanaticism, w-hile it would merely 
confirm and intensify the devotion of the 
Mormons to plural marriages. 
The ques­ 
tion is one to be dealt with in the most 
cautious manner. 
Violent methods can 
only make bad worse. 
I t is quite possible 
that influences now in operation will de­ 
stroy polygamy if they are suffered to 
work quietly, but no coercive measures 
can eradicate an evil so intrenched by su­ 
perstition and Belf-interest. 
Tiie views of Secretary Schurz on the 
Indian question m erit the approval of the 
President. 
He thinks th at the wild tribes 
may bo tamed and taught to cultivate 
lands secured to them by better titles than 
they have hitherto enjoyed. 
W hether the 
breaking up of tribal relations by legisla­ 
tion is practicable we are not prepared to 
say, but wc think the experiment at once 
bold and dubious. 
W e are glad to find 
that reference is made to the defenseless 
condition of the entire coast line, and that 
Congress is urgently recommended to make 
the necessary appropriations for fortifying 
our great sea-ports. 
Unless this is done, 
it may at any tim e become impossible to 
preserve the dignity of the United States 
against foreign insolence or aggrersion. 
Reference is made to the new Chinese 
treaties, b at nothing new in regard to them 
is stated. 
The financial paragraphs are 
little more than partial indorsements of the 
recommendations made by Secretary Sher­ 
man, and, singularly enough, the silver 
question is not discussed. 
I t is not neces­ 
sary to make any special reference to the 
other topics discussed in the message. 


THE 
RAILROADS 
AND 
THE 
THUR­ 
MAN KILL. 


The United States Supreme Court, by its 
decision on the constitutionality of the se- 
called Thurman bill, affirmed the right of 
the Federal Government to compel the Pa­ 
cific Railroads to make provision for the 
payment of their debts before those debts 
had matured. 
It declared that Congress 
could take from the corporations so much 
of their earnings as was necessary to the 
establishment and maintenance of a sink­ 
ing fund, and it held that these amounts 
could 
be 
collected annually or semi­ 
annually, as might be thought most con­ 
venient. 
In taking this position the judi­ 
cial and legislative departments of the 
Government necessarily committed them­ 
selves to the theory that the debtor corpo­ 
rations must be protected in the exercise 
of those functions by which alone it can 
be possible for them to meet the demands 
of Congress. 
It is perfectly clear that if 
the Government compels a corporation to 
pay a debt out of its current earnings, it is 
under obligation to protect its debtor in 


securing these eavniDgs. 
I t cannot permit j 
a subordinate authority to interpose a ! 
scheme of “ regulation” under which all 
guarantee for the receipt of any definite 
amount of earnings is destroyed. 
It cannot , 
insist th at the railroads shall make bricks : 
w ithout straw. 
In such a case every 
assault upon the earning capacity of the rail­ 
roads is an assault upon its own interests, 
and it must guard those interests by the 
exercise of its power aud prerogative. 
The Central Pacific Railroad has been 
threatened by the new Constitution of this 
State with the practical destruction of its 
wage-earning capacity. 
T hat instrum ent 
has created a tribunal, under the style and 
title of a Railroad Commission, which is 
clothed with authority whose full exercise 
would divest the corporation of every ves­ 
tige of independence and self-help. 
I t is 
empowered to fix schedules of charges for 
freights and fares without any reference to 
the businees necessities of the corporation, 
and by direct implication it is required to 
adjust the3e schedules from the standpoint 
of the popular interest alone, which Í3 
equivalent to saying that the purchaser in­ 
stead ef the seller is to fix the price of the 
things to be sold. 
I t is plain th at the 
principle underlying this Railroad Commis­ 
sion is in complete contravention of the 
designs of Congress in passing the Thur­ 
man bill. 
T hat bill was based on the 
hypothesis th at the then existing tariffs 
of charges would enable the companies 
to set aside a certain percentage of their 
earnings w ithout injury to the interests 
they were compelled to conserve. 
It 
was conceived necessarily under the as­ 
sumption th at the status quo would be 
preserved, and its enactment devolved 
upon Congress and the Supreme Court the 
obligation of preserving and maintaining 
the conditions whose existence it’assumed. 
But the State of California in adopting the 
new Constitution traversed the position of 
Congress. 
It decreed the creation of an 
entirely new condition of things as re­ 
garded the railroad. 
I t acted without any 
consideration for the relations between the 
Federal Government and the corporation. 
It undertook to deal with the latter pre­ 
cisely as though it had been under no other 
than State control, and it proposed to 
regulate and control the resources of the 
company in the most arbitrary and despotic 
manner. 
In doing this it produced an 
issue between itself and the Federal Gov­ 
ernment, and one which the latter cannot 
afford to ignore or postpone. 


If the State has the power to deal as it 
pleaBes with the earnings of the Central 
Pacific Railroad, it is perfectly clear that 
the United States can possess but the 
shadow of authority over the corporation. 
For it is apparent th at the powers intrusted 
to the Stato Railroad Commission are of 
such extent that it could if it chose cut off 
the entire profits of the road. 
In that 
case the payments to be made to the Gov­ 
ernment under the Thurman bill could not 
be met. 
I t would, however, be useless for 
Congress to complain of a state of things 
produced by powers wholly beyond the 
control of the corporation. 
I t would have 
but one avenue of redress, and that would 
be by attacking the authority and jarisdic* 
tion cf the S ate in the premises. 
That 
this 
courao 
will 
be taken there can 
be 
no 
donbt, 
siuco 
not 
to 
take 
it would be to adm it tho supremacy of 
.State over National authority. 
I t may 
be presumed w ithout rashness th a t the 
Supreme Court, which has showed so 
marked a jealousy for the maintenance of 
Federal supremacy iu many instancia of 
late, and which is in fact so deeply com­ 
mitted to a policy of centralization, and to 
tho entire subordination, if not the entire 
abrogation, of State rights, will find it 
necessary to take the position here indi­ 
cated when the ease is brought before it. 
Any other position, indeed, would be in 
contradiction to the principles so clearly 
enunciated in the Chicago Elevator cases, 
aud iu the decision on the Thurman bill, 
and would obviously go far toward over­ 
throwing th at elaborate edifice of national 
sovereignty which has cost the Court se 
much labor .during the past decade. 
It 
may therefore bo almost taken for granted 
th at the Supreme Court will hold the .State 
Railroad Commission to be an uneonst tu- 
tional body, at least in so far as the ple­ 
nary power intrusted to it is concerned. 
I t will probably decide th at the State cannot 
delegate power the exercise of which may 
involve the defeat o£ Congressional legisla­ 
tion, and that it must, in undertaking the reg­ 
ulation of the railroads within its limits, 
confine itself to such reasonable and jusl 
provisions as will not endanger the rev­ 
enues of corporations indebted to the Na­ 
tional Government. 
This appears to be 
tho inevitable line of reasoning in the case 
under discussion, and it is further evident 
that the Central Pacific Railroad Company 
is bound to urge the issue to adjudication, 
seeing th at in the absence of any determ i­ 
nation of the qm stion it is practically 
situated between the upper aud the nether 
millstone. 
The National Government eayB 
it must pay its debt. 
The State Govern­ 
ment says it shall not be allowed to con­ 
trol its own finances. 
Under these circum­ 
stances there is nothing for it but to bring 
the conflicting authorities together, and 
obtain, as speedily as possible, the judg­ 
m ent of the supreme tribunal upon their 
relative powers in the premises.

SCEURZ

TIMBER QUESTION. 


Secretary Schurz in his report calls the 
attention of Congress to the rapid destruc­ 
tion of redwood and other timber in this 
State, and urges protective legislation as 
absolutely necessary to prevent the com­ 
plete disappearance of 
the Big Trees. 
There can be no donbt that Congress ought 
to legislate in regard to timber generally, 
in a more intelligent and effectual manuer 
than has yet been done. 
The destruction 
of the forests which clothe the Sierras is 
proceeding at a rate which in les9 than a 
generation must produce most serious ill 
effects upon the best interests of the State. 
In many places the demolition which is go­ 
ing on is not compensated by auy new 
growths. 
Indeed where the acclivities are 
steep the action of avalanches renders a 
second growth impossible, and in this way 
preparations are being unceasingly made 
for the formation of torrents, and for the 
future destruction of valley lands by sud­ 
den floods. 
All these m atters we have re­ 
peatedly discussed, but Congress lias had 
too much political work in hand for several 
years to pay much attention to mere ques­ 
tions of practical legislation.

A STORY OF THE WAR. 


Joseph Wingfield, an ex guardsman of 
Libby Prison, tells the following story of 
his experience while standing guard over 
the prisoners one night in Libby Prison in 
1S63 : “ The building was so crowded with 
prisoners th at a large number of them were 
quartered in the second story of a building 
across the street. 
In the first story of this 
building the prison officers had stowed 
a 
large 
quantity 
of 
splendid, 
large, 
North Carolina sweet potatoes. 
About 
the third day after the prisoners had 
been 
placed 
iu 
the building it 
was 
noticed that tho potatoes were 
disap­ 
pearing at the rate of about a bushel a 
day. 
A t first it was thought th at the rats 
had taken them, but a second thought 
showed th at the idea was absurd. 
Senti­ 
nels were posted around the building, with 
orders to shoot any man caught etealing 
those potatoes; but they didn’t see any­ 
body to shoot, and, although they were 
posted there day and night, aud no ono 
was allowed to enter the room in which the 
potatoes were kept, they still continued to 
disappear. 
These potatoes at th at time 
were considered luxuries, aud the Con­ 
federate officers were nearly wild with 
rage at their repeated losses. 
The doors 
and window's of the room were sealed, 
and private marks were put on the wax. 
The next morning the officers went into the 
room. 
The wax was all right, but another 
bushel of potatoes had vanished. 
It was 
the maddest crowd you ever taw. 
They 
locked me in, and a lighted candle was put 
at each end of the room so th at I could 
see. 
I was ordered to shoot on sight any­ 
body th at I saw- stealing those yams. 
I 
was terribly lonesome in th at room. 
Just 
as fast as I would light one candle and go 
to the other end of the room to light the 
other, the rats would cut the first one 
down. 
They were regular Confederate 
rats, and a candle was a godsend to them. 
About midnight I heard a creaking, grat­ 
ing noise. 
I cocked my gun and listened. 
The noise ceased, I could see 
nothing 
but the rats, and 1 began to think that 
the place was haunted. 
Presently the 
noise occurred again. 
I looked at the pile 
of potatoes, and presently saw something 
shoot from the ceiling and fall on them. 
I 
saw it was a brick, aud could distinguish a 
rope tied to it. 
I crept a little nearer 
to get a good look at the thing, but 
before I could examine it, it was drawn 
slowly 
up, 
and 
there 
was 
about 
a 
peck 
of 
potatoes 
sticking 
to 
it. 
It 
went up through a hole w iiich had been 
out iu the floor above, and presently came 
down again with a thump right among the 
potatoes. 
It was the most artful arrange­ 
ment you ever saw. 
The brick had about 
fifty holes drilled in it, and through each 
hole a sharpened teupenny nail had been 
run, so th at when the brick fell among 
the potatoes these nails stuck into every 
one they tell on. 
I couldn’t help laughing 
at the sm art dodge those Yankees had 
taken. 
I gently put my hand forward a u l 
caught hold of the rope. 
Pretty soon they 
begun fo draw on it, and when it did not 
move I heard one fellow say : 
’Steady, 
l>oys ; the brick’s hung iu something. Pull 
her steadily w ithout jerking.’ 
They did 
pull steadily, and fairly lilted me from 
the tloor. 
‘No je rk ; easy, boys, easy,’ 
the director said, and they tugged away. 
I got pretty red in the face holding to 
the rope. 
I was afraid to let go. be­ 
cause 1 thought some of those spiked nails 
might strike ir,e in passing. 
I thought of 
my pocket-knife, and hauled it out ju st as 
they were putting all their weight on the 
other end of the rope. 
1 cut it iu two, aud 
the end shot back through the hole in 
the ceiling, and I could hear a rolling 
and tumbling on the floor above, show­ 
ing th at 
the 
sudden giving way of 
the rope had had a disastrous effect. 
1 
heard another voice say : 
‘ There, now, I 
told you so. 
You’ve broken the rope. 
W e’ve lost our brick, ami to-morrow we’ll 
be found out.’ 
Then another voice called 
o u t: 
‘Can’t you see it? 
We might hook 
it up.’ 
N ext I saw a long neck protrud­ 
ing 
through 
the 
hole, and a fellotv 
peering 
down. 
Then I 
called 
o u t: 
‘ If you trouble any 
more 
of those 
potatoes I’ll shoot.’ 
That fellow’s head 
shot hack through th at hole just like a 
terrapin, and it w as as still as death up 
there. 
I hated to tell on them, because it 
wa3 such a sharp scheme of foraging- on 
the enemy, but I had to. 
When 
the 
officers went up the next morning to ex­ 
amine the room it took a long time to find 
the hole. 
Those Yankees had cut a hole 
about a foot square through the floor, and 
it was done so neatly th at it took good 
eyes to discover it.”

In 1S32 Dr. W ood was Eurgeon of a 
twelve-gun schooner, cruising iu the gulf. 
A man-of-war of the existing Mexican 
Government committed an act of piracy 
upon a U nited States merchantman.

pico, in view of five consorts. 
B ut the 
Captain of the Port of Tampico w as a 
Baltimorean, a townsman of Dr. Wood, 
and was aboard his ship at the time. 
He 
was by a íuse de guerre decoyed aboaid 
the schooner, and held there until the de­ 
sired capture was completed. 
From that 
time till he met him in the City of Mexico, 
fourteen years later, Dr. Wood had not 
heard of his Tampico townsman. 
But, 
while on this perilous journey, this friend 
came up to the doctor in a hotel in the 
City of Mexico. 
They looked at each 
o th e r; tfce recognition was instant aud 
mutual. 
Tho Captain said, gravely : 
“ You took me prisoner once, and I have 
you noYV." 
The Doctor was startled, but, affecting 
indifference, made some light reply. 
The 
Captain took him to his own room and told 
him he was disgusted w ith the Mexican 
Government, and would never take part 
against his own country. 
The streets of 
Mexico were rife with war news. 
Resaca 
de la Palma and Palo Alto had been 
fought, and Dr. W ood heard, with bitter­ 
ness, the newsboys calling out exaggerated 
accounts of “ Overwhelming defeat of the 
N orth Americans.” 
But this Tampico 
Captain was an intim ate friend of forel, 
the Mexican W ar Minister, and he told 
Dr. Wood these accounts were false, pub­ 
lished to deceive the peop’e. 
The flow er of 
the Mexican i rm y had been annihilated by 
Dr. W ood’s ow n life long friend, Zach­ 
ary Taylor. 
Surgeon Wood, through this 
channel, every night learned the discus­ 
sions of the Mexican Cabinet, and received, 
as it were, from the Minister of 
ar him­ 
self, the latest secrets of the campaign and 
of the national policy. 
All this informa­ 
tion, together with his own observations, 
Dr. Wood promptly transm itted to Sloat, 
through the Mexican mail?, under neutral 
cover. 
On the receipt of this, which at 
the time was characterized as “ vital ’ and 
“ all-im portant” information, Sloat him ­ 
self put to pea, and joined the Cyane and 
Levant at Monterey, where, on the 7th of 
July, he raised tfce stars and stripes and 
formally took possession oi 
California. 
Admiral Seymonr arrived one day later, 
and was terribly chagrined to find th at he 
had been outwitted, that American patriot­ 
ism had been superior to his carefully laid 
plans, and th at California was lost to 
G reat Britain forever.—[C. E. S. Wood in 
the Californian.

to the maj ority in the city that an election 
was in p r'hre-H. In the Second and Third 
Wards the election was merely nominal.

It is claimed that 
he had the support of the Democrats so far 
as they voted. A t times during the day it 
was claimed by his friends that he was win­ 
ning the race, but towards evening the Re­ 
publicans were urged to come out and secure 
the election of the regu'ar party r.omin.e, 
and when the votes Wrie counted the result 
showed that the eff irt was accomplished. In 
the Fourth Ward there v. ere two Independ­ 
ent Republican candidates, J. F. Richardson 
and Andrew Aitken, tunning in opposition 
to the regular Republican candid it s, who 
were S. W. Butler and Felix Tracy. 
The 
ward was divided into two voting precincts— 
Xus 4 and 4}. A t the latter place the oppos­ 
ing candidates for the long term stood : i>. W. 
Butler 108 and J . F. Richardson 107. For 
the short term Tracy had 143, Aitken 71 and 
Brown 1. When this close count between 
Butler and Richardson was ascertained at 
the close of counting the ballot, it was claimed 
that Richardson was ahead at Precinct 4, 
and therefore: ekcted. 
But when the vote ut 
the latter precinct was counted cut, it wti 
found that with the united vote of the two 
precincts Butler was far in the lead, as also 
Mr. Tracv, who had entirely distanced his 
competitor.

T h e Small-PoX C a s e .—A statement was 
circulated in the city yesterday that criminal 
carelessness was being alow ed in the small­ 
pox case now under quarantine at Twentieth 
and M streets, from want of proper precau­ 
tion against the spreading of the disease. It 


w as s ta te d that the girl had been to San 
Francisco purchasing a peddler’s stock of 
good?, and came back to this city, bringing 
the goods and taking the small-pox a day or 
two after. 
That instead of a yellow flag a red 
fl ag has been placed i utsides? u warningof the 
disease ; that the children of the family play 
wi-h other children or. the streets, etc. Iu 
reference to the ab .ve, it may be stated upou 
the authority of the Beard of Health, that 
there is really not truth enough in the_ whole 
statement to make a shadow. 
The girl has 
not been to San Francisco to buy goods, and 
consequently did m t bring back any small­ 
pox fiom there. The flag is not a red flag, 
but 
orange-colored. 
When the Health 
Officer 
purchased 
it 
he was 
unable 
to get 
the yellow, as 
he states, but 
got what was called yellow by the mer­ 
chants from whom it was obtained, and 
which was the nearest the desir=d color he 
could find at the time. 
The flag has gener­ 
ally been understood by its color as to its 
object, but on one or two occasions some 
person has passed iuside the gate, but were 
told by the inmates not to come into the 
house, and at once went away, without in 
any manner being exposed. 
When the quar­ 
antine was established the family were 
strictly charged not to go out into the etrett 
or front yard, and they indignantly last night 
denied to the President of the Board that 
they had done so, in a single instance. They 
state that it is absolutely untrue that the 
children have n iugled or been with other 
children, upon the streets or el-ewhere. An 
effort will be made by the Board to-day to 
procure a-flag cf positive yellow, so as to re- 
nu ve the only shade there was for any found­ 
ation to the statement made.

It 
seems to

evident th at 
the 
provision 
ot 
a regular steam postal communication by aid from 
th e Government has been the forerunner of the 
commercial preponderance of G reat Britain on all 
these coasts and seas, a greatar share of whose trade 
is the desire and intent of our people. 
It is also 
m anifest th at the cff r:a of other European nations 
to contend with G reat 
Britain for a share of this 
commerce will be successful 
in 
proportion with 
their adoption of a regular steam postal communi* 
cation with the m arkets whose trade they sought. 
Mexico and the States of SoutL America are anxious 
to receive such postal communications w ith this 
cotivitry and w ill aid in their development. 
Similar 
co-nperation toay be looked for in due tim e from 
the E istern nations and from Australia. 
It is diffi­ 
cult to see how the lead in this m ovement can be 
expected from private interest*. 
In respect of 
foreign commerce, quite as m uch as internal trado, 
postal communic Uion seems a necessary m atter, and 
J respectfully recommend to your prom pt attention 
such j is t and efficient measures as may conduce to 
the developm ent of onr foreign commercial ex­ 
changes and the building up of our carrying trade. 
In this connection I desire also to suggest the veiy 
g reat service which m ight be expected in cnlargiug 
and facilitating our commerce on the Pacific Ocean, 
were a transm arine cable luid from San Francisco to 
the Sandwich 1st ads, and thence to Japan a t the 
north and Ausfralia at the south. The great influ­ 
ence of such means of communication in these routes 
of n a' igation in developing and securing a due share 
of our Farific Coast in the commerce of the world 
needs no illustration or enforcement. 
It may be 
that fsmh an enterprise, useful and in the ond 
profitable, as it would prove to private investm ent, 
may reed to be accelerated bv prudent legislation by 
Congress in its aid, and I subm it the m atter to your 
oar. ful consideration. 
An additional and not unim ­ 
portant, although secondary, reason for fostering 
and enlarging our navy may be found in the unques­ 
tionable ser ice to the expansion of our commerce 
which would be rendered by the frequent cirgila 
ti >u of naval ships in the seas and ports of all quar­ 
ter* of the globe. Ships of proper construction and 
equipm ent, to be of the greatest efficiency in 
case of m aritim e war, m ight be made constant and 
m live agents in tim e of peace in the advancement 
and protection of our fore’gn trade and the future 
discipline of young seamen, who would natural’y 
in some numbers mix with and improve the crews 
of our merchant ships. Our m erchants a t home 
and abroa 
recognize the value to foreign com- 
mer e of the active movement of our naval ves­ 
sels, and the intelligence and patriotic zeal of naval 
officers in prom oting every interest of their coun­ 
try met. is a ju st subject for national pride. 
FINANCIAL AFFAIRS. 
Tin condition of the financial affairs of the Gov­ 
ernm ent, as shown by the reports of the Secretary 
of the Treasury, are very satisfactory. 
It is bcli ved 
th at the present financial situation of the United 
S u tes, whether considered with respect to trade, 
currency, credit, growing wealth, or the extent and 
variety of onr resources, is more favorable than that 
of any o:her country of our time, and has never 
be u surpassed by th at of any country a t any period 
in its history. 
All our industries arc thriving; the 
rate of interest is low'; new railroad3 are being con­ 
st r acted ; a vast imm igration is increasing our pop- 
lation, capital and labor; new enterprises in great 
num ber are in progress, and our commercial rela­ 
tions with other countries arc improving. The ordi­ 
nary revenues from all sources for the fiscal year 
en ’ed fJu n e 30,1880 were %(ccuts being om itted):

an increase over the preceding y ear of $5.969,426. 
The receipts thus far of the current year, together 
with estim ated receipts for the rem ainder of the

It is f< itunato th at this large sur­ 
plus revenue occurs at a period when it may be 
direct!v applied to the paym ent of the public debt, 
soon 
redeemable. 
No 
public 
duty lias been 
m ore constantly cherished in the United States 
that: the policy of paying the nation’s debt as rap­ 
idly as possible. The debt of the Uuitcd States, loss 
cash in the Treasury and exclusive of accruing in­ 
terest, attained its maximum of $2,756,441,571 in 
August, 1S65, and has since th at timo been reduced 
to 81,886,019,504. Of tho principal of the debt, 
$10.s?5,bl0 has been paid since March 1,1877, effect­ 
ing an annual sa\ing of interest of #6,109,503* 
The burd- n of 
interest 
ha* 
also 
been 
di- 
m ’wished 
by 
tho silc 
of 
bonds 
drawing 
a 
1 »w rate 
of interest, 
and 
the 
application 
of the proceeds to the redemption of bonds bearing 
a higher rate. 
The annual saving th ill secured 
since March 2, 1877, is $14,290,453. 
With n a short 
period over $600,000,000 in five and six per cent, 
b o n is will become redeem able. This presents a 
very favorable opportunity, not only to farther re­ 
duce the principal of the debt, but also to reduce the 
rate of interest on th at which will remain unpaid. 
I cali the attention of Congress to the views pro­ 
posed on this subject by the Secretary of tho Treas­ 
ury in his annual report, aud recommend prompt 
legislation to enable the Treasury Departm ent to 
complete the refunding of the debt which is about 
to m ature. The oonlinuauce of specie payments 
lias not been interrupted or endangered since the 
«late of resum ption 
It has contributed greatly to 
th e revival of business, and to our rem arkable pros­ 
perity. The fears th at preceded and accomp&uied 
resum ption have proved groundless. No consider­ 
able am ount of United States notes have been pre­ 
sented for redemption, while very large sums of 
gold bullion, both domestic and imported, are taken 
to the Mint and exchanged for coin or notes. The 
increase of coin or bullion in’ the United States 
since January 1, 1879, is estim ated at #227,339,423. 
There aie still iu existence uncaoceled #346,681,010 
of U nited States 
legal 
tender notes. 
These 
notes 
were 
authorized 
as 
a 
war 
measure, 
m a le necessary' by the exigencies of the conflict 
in which the United States was then engaged. 
The 
preservation of the nation’s existence required, in 
th ? judgm ent of Congress, the issue of legal tender 
wijier money. T hat it served well the purpose for 
which it was created is not questioned, but the em ­ 
ploym ent of notes as paper money indefinitely after 
the accom plishm ent of the object for which they 
were provided was not contem plated by »he framers 
of the law under which they were issued. These 
notes long since became, like any other primary 
obligation of the Governm ent, a debt to be paid, 
and when paid to be canceled, a s a mere evidence 
of indebtedness no longer existing. 
I therefore re- 
}»eat w hat was said in'm y message of last year, th at 
the retirem ent from circulation of United States 
note* w ith a capacity of legal tender in private con­ 
tracts is a step to be taken in our progress towards 
a g’.fe and stable currency, w hich should be accepted 
as th e policy ond duty of the Government and the 
interest and security of the j»eople. At the tim e cf 
the -lassage of the Act now in force, requiring the 
coinage of silver djK ars, fixing th eir value and 
giving them a legal tender character, it was be­ 
lieved bv many supporters of the m easure that 
th e silver dollar which it authorized would speedily 
become, under th e operations of the law, of an j 
equivalent value to a gold dollar. 
There were 
other supporters of the bill who, while they doubted 
as to the probability of this result, nevertheless 
were willing to give th e p ro p p ed experim eut a fair 


trial, w ith a view to stop the c inage if experience 
should prove th at the silver dollar authorized by 
the bill continued to be of les* commercial value 
thau the standard gold dollar. The coinage cf sil­ 
ver dollars under the Act referred to began in 
March, 1878, and has been continued as required by 
the Act. The average rate per m onth to this point 
of time has been $2,276,492. 
The total am ount 
coined prior to the 1st of November last was $72,­ 
817,150. Of this am ount, $17,084,450 remain in the 
treasury, and only $25,7e3.291 are in the hands of 
ihe people. 
A constant effort has been made to 
keep this currency in circulation, and con iJerable 
expense necessarily undergone for the purpose, but 
its return to th e treasury is prom pt aud sure. Con­ 
trary to the confident anticipations of friends of the 
m easure at the tim e of its adoption, the value of 
the silver dollar containing 4121 grains of silver has 
not increased. 
During the year prior to the passage 
of the bill authorizing its coinage, the m arket value 
of the silver which it contains wa* from 90 to 92 
cent % as compared with the standard gold dollar. 
D uring the. la^t year the average and m arket value 
of the silver dollar has been S3} cents. 
It is obvi­ 
ous th at the legislation of the last Congress in regard 
to silver, so far as it was based on the anticipation 
of an increase in th e value of silver as a result of 
th at legislation, has failed to produce the effect 
predicted. 
The 
longer 
the 
law 
rem ains in 
force, requiring, 
as it does, the coinage of 
a nominal dollar which 
in 
reality is not a 
dollar, the greater becomes the danger that this 
countiy will be forced to accept the metal as the 
sole lc.al standard value in circulation, and thus a 
standard of less value than it purports to be would 
be recoguizod in the money m arkets of the world. 
The Constitution of the United States, sound finan­ 
cial principles aud our best interests, all require a 
currency which will serve as legal tender money. 
To banish either of these m etals from our currency 
is to narrow and lim it the circulating medium of 
exchange, to the disparagem ent of imj>ortant inter­ 
ests 
The United States produces more silver than 
any other country, and is directly interested in 
maintaining it as one o! che two precious m etals 
which furnish 
th e coinage of 
the 
world. 
It 
will, in my judgm ent, contribute to this result 
if Congress w ill repeal so m uch of the existing legis­ 
laro n as requires the coinage of silver dollars of an 
equ iv aled w ith the gold dollar. This will defraud 
no man, and will be in accordance with familiar pre­ 
cedents. 
Cougress, on sovcral occasions, has altered 
the ratio of value between gold and silver, in order 
to establish it more nearly in accordance with che 
actual ratio value between the two metals. In 
financial legislation, every' measure in the direction 
of greater fidelity in the discharge of pecuniary 
obligations h is been found by experience to dim in­ 
ish the rates of interest which debtors are required 
to pay, and increase the facility* with which money 
can be obtaiued for every legitimate purpose. 
Our 
own receut financial history shows how surely 
money becomes abundant whenever confidence in 
tbeYxacfc perform ance of moneyed obligations is 
established. 
THE WAR DEPARTMENT. 
The Secretary of W ar reports th at the expendí 
tures of the W ar D epartm ent for the fiscal year end­ 
ing June 36, 1880, was $39,924,773. The appropri­ 
ations for this D epartm ent for th e current fiscal 
year am ounted to $41,998,689. 
W ith respect to the 
arm y the Secretary invites attention to the fact that 
its strength is lim ited by statute (Section 115 of the 
Revised Statutes) to not more than 30,000 enlisted 
men, bu t th at the provisos contained in the appro­ 
priation bills have lim ited the expenditure to an 
enlisuneut of bu t 25,000. 
It is believed th at the 
full legal strength is the lca&t possible force at 
which the present organization can be maintained, 
having in view efficiency, discipline aud economy. 
While the enlistm ent of this force would add some­ 
what to the appropriation for the pay of the ariyy, 
the saving made in other respects would be more 
than equivalent for this additional outlay, rn d the 
efficiency of the arm y would be largely increased. 
The rapid extension of the railroad system west of 
the Mississippi river, and the great line of settlers 
which has flowed in upon the new territory, impose 
on the military an entire change of policy. The 
m aintenance of small posts along tho wagon and 
stage routt s of travel is no longer necessary. 
Per­ 
m anent quarters at points selected, of more sub­ 
stantial character than those heretofore constructed, 
will be required. 
U nder the existing laws perm a­ 
nent buildings cannot be erected without the sanc­ 
tion of Congress, and when the sale of military 
sites and 
buildings 
lias 
been 
authorized the 
monoys received have reverted to the Treasury*, and 
could only becoitte available through new appro­ 
priations. 
It is roconuncnded th at provisions be 
made by general statem ent for the sale of such 
abandoned military posts and buildings as are found 
unnecessary, and f. r application of the proceeds to 
tho construction of other posts. 
W hile many of 
the present posts are of but slight valne for m ili­ 
tar)' purposes, owing to the changed condition of 
the country, their occupation is con tinned at great 
expense and great inconvenience, because they 
afford the only available shelter for the troops. 
H ie absence of a large num ber pf officers of the 
line on active duty from their regim entáis a serious 
detrim ent to th e m aintenance of the service. The 
constant demand for small detachm ents, each of 
which should be commanded by a commissioned 
officer, and the various details of officers for neces­ 
sary service away from their commands, occasions a 
scarcity in tho num ber required for company duties. 
With a view to lea euing this draiu to some extent 
it is recommended th a t a law authorizing tto detail 
of officers from th e active list as Professor of Tactics 
and M ilitary 8cier.ce a*. certain colleges and uni­ 
versities be so amended as to provide that all such 
details be made from the retired list of the army. 
A ttention is asked to the necessity of providing leg­ 
islation for organiz’ng the arm y and disciplining the 
active m iiitla of the country, and liberal appropria­ 
tions are recommended in this behalf. 
The reports 
of the A djutant General of the A im y and Chief of 
Ordnance, touching this subject, fudy set forth its 
importance. The report of the officers in charge of 
education in the arm y shows th at there are seventy- 
eight schools now iu operation in the arm y, with an 
aggregate attendance of 2,305 enlisted men and 
children. The Secretary recommends the enlist­ 
m ent of 150 schoolmasters, with the rank, pay* 
and commission 
of 
a 
sergeant. 
An appro­ 
priation 
is 
needed 
to 
supply 
the 
Judge 
Advocate 
of 
the arm y w ith 
suitable 
libra­ 
ries, and 
the Secretary 
recommends that 
the 
corps of the Judge Advocates bo placed upon the 
same footing as to promotion with other staff corps 
of the army. 
Under the existing laws the Bureau 
of Military Justice consists of one c fficer, Judge Ad­ 
vocate-General, and a corps of Judge Advocates of 
eight officers of equal rank (Majors), with a pro­ 
vision th at the lim it of the corps shall remain at four 
when reduced by casual!ty or resignation to that 
num ber. The consolidation of the Bureau of Mili­ 
tary Justice aud the corps of the Judge Advocates 
upon the same basis w ith other staff corps of the 
army would remove an 
unjust 
discrimination 
against deserving officers, and subserve the best 
interests of the service. 
Especial attention is asked 
to the report of the Chief of Engineers upon the 
condition of our national defenses. 
From personal 
inspection of m any of the fortifications referred to, 
the Secretar)' is able to emphasize the recommend­ 
ations made, and state th at th eir incomplete and 
defenseless condition Is discreditable to the country. 
While other nations have been increasing their 
means for carrying on offensive warfare and attack, 
iug m aritim e cities, we have been dorm ant in 
preparation for defense. 
N othing of importance 
has been done tow ard strengthening aud finishing 
our casemated works since our late civil war, during 
which the great guns of modern warfare and the 
heavy arm or of modern fortifications and ships came 
iuto use among nations, and our earthw orks, left 
by the sudden failure of 
appropriations 
some 
years since in all stages of ineompletion, are now 
being rapidly destroyed by the elements. 
MISSISSIPPI AND COLUMBIA RIVERS. 
Two great rivers of the N orth American Conti­ 
nent, the Mississippi 
and Cwlumbia, have their 
navigable waters wholly withiu the lim its of the 
United States, and are of vast importance to our 
internal and foreign commerce. T h j permanency 
of the im portant work in the South Pass of the 
Mississippi river seems uow to be assured. 
There 
has been no failure w hatever in the m aintenance of 
the maxim um channel during the six m onths ended 
August 9 Ji last. 
This experim ent has opened a 
broad, deep highway to the ocean, and is an im ­ 
provement upon the perm anent success of which 
congratulations may be exchanged among the peo­ 
ple abroad, and especially among the communities 
of the Mississippi valley, whose commercial ex­ 
changes float m an uuobatructed channel safely to 
and from the sea. 
The comprehensive im prove­ 
m ent of the Mississippi aud its tributaries is a m at­ 
ter of transcendani importance. 
These great w ater­ 
ways comprise a system of land transportation 
spread like network 
over a large portion of 
the 
U nited 
States, 
and 
are 
navigable to 
the 
extent 
of 
m any 
thousands 
of 
miles. 
Producers and consumers alike have a common in­ 
terest in such untqualed facilities for cheap trans- 
j»ortatiou. Geographically, commercially and polit­ 
ically they are the strongest tie between the various 
sections of the country. These channels of communi­ 
cation aud interchange are the property of the nation 
Its jurisdiction is param ount over their waters, and 
the plainest principles cf public interest require their 
intelligent and careful supervision, w ith a view to 
th eir protection and im provement and the enhance­ 
m ent of their usefulness. The channel of the Colum­ 
bia river, for a distance of about 100 miles from its 
m outh, is obstructed by a succession of bars, which 
occasion seriou3 
delays 
in navigation 
and 
a 
heavy expense for lighterage and towage. 
A depth 
of at least twenty feet at low tide should be secured 
and m aintained, to m eet the requirem ents of the ex­ 
tensive and growing inland and ocean commerce It 


subserves. The m ost urgent need, however, for 
this great w ater way is the perm anent im provement 
of the channel at the m outh of the river. 


HARBOR OF REFUGE. 
From Columbia river to San Francisco, a dis­ 
tance 
cf 
over 
six hundred miles, there 
is 
no harbor on the Pacific coa-»t which can be 
approached 
in 
storm y 
weather. 
An 
appro­ 
priation < f $15,000 w as made by the Foily-fifth Con­ 
gress for the commencement of a breakw ater and 
harbor cf refuge, to be located at some point be­ 
tween the Straits cf Fuca arid San Fran isco, at 
which the necessities o* commerce, l.c il and gen­ 
eral, will be best accommodated. 
The annual 
appropriation is thought be uuite inadequate for the 
purpose intended 
The cost of the work when 
finished will be very great, owing to the want of 
natural advantages fo t a site, at any point on the 
coast between the designated imite, snd it has not 
been thought advisable to undertake the work 
w ithout a larger appropriation. 
I commend the 
m atter to the attention cf Congress. 


THE NEW WAR DEPARTMENT BUILDING. 
The completion of the new building for the W ar 
D epartm ent is urgently needed, aud es.iraates for 
continuing its construction are especially recom­ 
mended. The collection of books, specimens and 
records constituting the Army Modical .Museum and 
Library are of nat.onal importance. The Library 
now contains about 51,500 volumes and 57,000 pam­ 
phlets relating to medicine, surgery and allied 
topics. The contents of the Army Medical Museum 
consist of 22,000 specimens, aud are unique in the 
completeness with which both m ilitary surgery and 
diseases of armies are illustrated. Their destruction 
would be an irreparable loss, not only to the Uuited 
State3, bn t to the woild. There arc tiled in the 
record and dispensation division over 16,000 bound 
volumes of hospital records, together with a great 
quantity of papers, embracing the original records 
of the hospitals of our armies during the civil war. 
Aside from their historical value, these records are 
daily searched for evidence needed in the settlem ent 
of large num bers of pensions aud other claims, for 
the protection of the Government against attem pted 
frauds, as well as for the benefit of honest claim­ 
ants. 
These valuable collections are now in a 
building which is peculiarly exposed to the danger 
of destruction by fire. 
It is therefore earnestly 
recommended th at an appropriation be made for a 
new' fireproof building adequate for tho present 
needs and reasonable future expansion of these 
valuable c lkctions. 
Such building should be ab­ 
solutely fireproof. 
No expenditure for mere archi­ 
tectural display is required. 
It is believed th at a 
suitable structure can be erected at a cost not to 
exceed $250,000. 
SUGGESTION IN REGARD TO GENERAL GRANT. 
I commend to the attention of Congress the great 
services of the Commander-In-Chief of our armie3 
during the war for the Union, whose wise, firm and 
}>atriotic conduct did so much t i bring th at momen­ 
tous conflict to a close. 
The legislation of the 
United States contains m any precedents for the 
recognition of distinguished m ilitary m erit, author­ 
izing rank and em olum ent to be conferred for 
em inent services to the country. 
A law author­ 
izing the appointm ent of a Captain-General of the 
Army, with suitable provisions relating to compen­ 
sation, retirem ent and other details, would in my 
j u i gm ent, be altogether fitting and proper, and 
w'ould be warmly approved by the country. 
THE NAVY DEPARTMENT. 
The report of the Secretary of the Navy exhibits a 
successful and satisfactory m anagem ent of that 
D epartm ent during the last fiscal year. The total 
expenditures for the year were $12,916,039, leaving 
unexpended at the close of the year $2,141,682 of 
the am ount of the appropriations. The appropria­ 
tions for the present fiscal year ending Ju n e 30, 
1881, are $15.095,061, ami the total estim ates for the 
next fiscal year, ending June 30, 1832, are $15,953.­ 
751. The am un t drawn by w arrant from July 1, 
1S30, to November 14, 1880, was 85,041,570. 
The 
rocommendation of the Secretary of tho Navy th at 
provision be made for the establishm ent of some 
form of civ’il governm ent for the people of 
Alaska 
is 
approved. 
At 
present 
there 
is 
no 
protection 
of 
persons 
or 
property 
in 
th at Territory exctpt such as is offered by the offi­ 
cers of the United States ship Jam estown. This 
vessel was dispatched to Sitka because of a fear 
th at w ithout the immediate presence of national 
authority there was 
an 
im pending danger of 
anarchy. The steps taken to restore order have 
been accepted in good faith by both the white and 
Indian inhabitants, and the necessity for the method 
of restraint does not, m my opinion, now exist. 
If, 
however, the Jamestown should be withdrawn, 
leaving our people as at present w ithout the ordi­ 
nary judicial and adm inistrative authority of an 
organize»! 
local 
governm ent, 
serious 
conse­ 
quences m ight ensue. 
The laws provide only 
for 
the 
collection 
of 
revenue, 
protection 
cf 
public 
property 
and 
th e 
transmission 
of mails. The problem is to supply local rule for a 
population so scattered and peculiar in its origin 
and condition. The natives arc reported to be 
tractable and self-supporting, and if properly in­ 
structed doubtless W'ould advance rapidly in civiliza­ 
tion, and a new factor of prosperity would be added 
to the national life. 
I therefore recommend requi­ 
site legislation upon this subject. The Secretary of 
the Navy has taken step3 towards the establishm ent 
of naval coaling stations at the Isthm us of Panama, 
to m eet the requirem ents of our commercial rela­ 
tions w ith Central and South America, which are 
rapidly growing in importance. Locations emi­ 
nently suitable, both a9 regards our naval purjioscs 
and the uses of commerce, have been selected—one 
on the east side of the Isthm us at Chiriqui Lagoon, 
in the Caribbean Sea, and the other on the Pacific 
coast at the Bay of Golfito. The only safe harbors 
sufficiently commodious on the isthm us are at these 
points, and the distance between them is less than 
100 miles. The report of th e Secietary of the Navy 
concludes with valuable suggestions with respect to 
the building up of our m erchant m arine service, 
and W'hich deserve the favorable considera ion of 
Congress. 
POSTAL AFFAIRS. 
The report of the Postmaster-General exhibits a 
continual growth and a high state of efficiency of 
the postal service. 
The operations of uo depart­ 
m ent of the Government, perhaps, represents with 
greater exactness the increase in population and 
business of the country. 
In I860 the postal receipts 
were $85.180,471; in 1680, the receipts were $93,­ 
315,479. All the inhabitants of the country are di­ 
rectly and personally interested in having proper 
mail ficilities, and naturally wratch the Postoffice 
very closely. This careful oversight of the people 
has proved' a constant stim ulus to improvement. 
During the past year there was an increase of 2,134 
postoffices, and the mail routes were extended 27,­ 
177 miles, m aking an additional annual transporta­ 
tion of 18.8*4,191 miles. The revenues of the postal 
service for the ensuing year are estim ated at $38,* 
845,174, aud the expenditures at $42,475,932, leav­ 
ing a deficiency to be appropriated out of the Treas 
ury of S i 630,757. 
The Universal P*>stal Union has 
received an accession of alm ost all the countries and 
colonies of the world m aintaining an organized 
postal service, and it is confidently expected th at all 
other countries and 
colonies now outside the 
Union will 
soon 
unite therew ith, thus 
real­ 
ising the grand idea of the founders of 
the 
Union, of forming, for purposes of international 
mail communication, a single postal territory em­ 
bracing the world, with a complete uniform ity of 
postal charges and conditions of international ex­ 
change for *all descriptions of rorresjiondence. To 
enable the United States to do its full share of this 
great work, additional legislation is asked by the 
Postm aster General, to whose recommendation es­ 
pecial attention is called. The suggestion of the 
Postmaster-General th a t it would be wise to en­ 
courage by appropriate legislation the establish­ 
m ent of American lines to carry the mails between 
our own )*crtg and those of Mexico, Centra! Amer­ 
ica, South America, and of the trans-Pacific coun­ 
tries, is commended to the serious consideration of 
Congress. The attention of Congress is also invited 
to the suggestions of the Postmaster-General in re ­ 
gard to postal savings banks. 
THE FEDERAL COURTS. 
The necessity for additional provisions to aid in 
the transaction of the business of the Federal 
Courts, becomes each y<ar more apjiarent. 
The 
dockets of the Supreme Court and Circuit Courts 
in a great num ber of circuits are incum bered with 
the constant accession of cases. 
In the form er 
Court, and in m any instances in the Circuit Courts, 
years intervene before it is practicable to bring 
ca?es to a hearing. The Attorney-General recom­ 
mends the establishm ent of an interm ediate Court 
of Errors aud Appeals. 
It is recommended th a t the 
num ber of Judges of Circuit Court in each circuit, 
with the exception of the Second Circuit, should be 
increased by the addition of another Judge. 
In the 
Second Circuit th at two should be added, and that 
an interm ediate Appellate Court should be formed 
iu each circuit, to consist of Circuit Judges and a 
Circuit Justice, and that in the event of tho ab­ 
sence of either of these Judges the place of the ab­ 
sent Judge should be supplied by tbe Judge of one 
of the D’strict Courts in the circuit. Such Appel­ 
late Court eould be safely invested with large juris­ 
diction, 
and 
the 
decisions 
would 
satisfy 
suitors in many cases when appeals would still 
be allowed to the f uprem e Court. 
The expense in­ 
curred for this interm ediate Court will require a 
very moderate increase of the appropriations for 
the experses of the Departm ent of Jus'ice. 
This 
recommendation is commended to tbe careful con­ 
sideration of Congress. 
It is evident th at the delay 
of justice, in many instances oppressive and disas­ 
trous <o suitors, now necessarily occ rs in the Fed­ 
eral Courts, which will in this w ay be remedied. 


THE INDIANS. 
Tbe report of the Secretary of the Interior pre­ 
sents an elaborate account of the operations c>f that 


Departm ent during the past year. I t gives mo great 
pleasure to say th at our Indian affaire appear to be 
in a more hopeful condition now than ever before. 
The Indians have made gratifying progress in agri­ 
culture, herding and mechanical pursuits. 
Many" 
who were a few years ago In hostile conflict 
with the Governm ent are quietly settling down 
on farms, where they hope to make their j*ennanent 
homes, building houses end engaging in the occupa­ 
tions of civilized life. 
The introduction of the 
freighting business among them has been rem ark­ 
ably fruitful of good results, in giving many of them 
congenial and rem unerativo employment, and in 
stim ulating th eir am bition to earn their own sup­ 
port. T htir honest)*, fidelity and efficiency as car­ 
riers are highly praised. The cganizalion of a po­ 
lice force of ludians has been equally successful in 
m aintaining law and order upon the reservations, 
and in exercising a wholesome moral influence 
am ong the Indians themselves. 
I concur w ith the 
Secretary of the Interior in the recommendation 
that the pay of this force be increased, as an in­ 
ducen ent to the best class of young men to enter 
it. Much caro and attention has been devoted to the 
enlargem ent of educational facilities fur the Indians. 
Schools at tho Indian Agencies have been estab­ 
lished, and the erection of buildings has been begun 
for several m ore; bu t an increased appropriation 
for this interesting undertaking is greatly needed 
to accommodate the largo num ber of Indian chil­ 
dren of school age. 
The num ber offered by their 
parents from all parts of the country for education 
m the Government schools is much larger than can 
be accommodated w ith the means at present availa­ 
ble for tho purpose. 
The num ber of 
Indian 
pupils at 
the 
Normal 
School at Hampton, 
Va.. 
under 
the 
direction of 
General Arm­ 
strong, has been considerably increased, and their 
progress highly encouraging. 
The Indian school 
established by th e Interior Departm ent in 1879 at 
Carlisle, under the direction of Captain P ratt, has 
been equally successful. 
It has now nearly 200 pu­ 
pils of both sexes, representing a great variety of 
tribes east of the Rocky M ountains. 
Pupils hi both 
these institutions receive not only an elem eatary 
English education, b u t are instructed in housework, 
agriculture and useful mechanical pur uits. 
A sim ­ 
ilar school was established this year at Forest Grove, 
Oregon, for the education of the Indian youth on 
the Pac’fic coast. 
In addition to this, thirty-six In- 
diau boys and girls were selected from the Eastern 
Cherckces and placed in boarding schools in N orth 
Carolina, where they are t* receive an elementary 
English education and training in industrial pur­ 
suits. 
The interest shown by Indian parents, 
even 
am ong 
the 
so-called 
wild 
tribes, 
in 
th e education of their children is very g rati­ 
fying, and 
gives 
promiáo 
th at 
the 
results 
accomplished by the efforts now m aking will he of 
lasting benefit. 
Tho expenses of Indian education 
so far have been drawn from the perm anent civili­ 
zation fund at the disposal of the Departm ent of the 
Interior, bu t th at iuud is now so much reduced 
th at the continuance of this beneficial work will iu 
the future depend on appropriations by Congress 
for the purpose, and I would venture to express the 
hope th at Congress will not perm it institutions so 
fruitful of good results to perish for w art of means 
for their support. 
On the contrary, the increase of 
the num ber of such schools appears to me highly 
advisable. 
The past year has been unusually free 
from disturbances among the Indian tribes. 
An 
agreem ent has been m ade w ith the Utes, by which 
they surrender their largo reservation in Colerado 
in consideration of an annuity to be paid them , and 
agree to settle iu 
severalty on 
certain lauds 
designated for th at purpose as farmers, holding 
individual title to their land in fee simple, in­ 
alienable for a certain period. 
In this way a costly 
Indian war has been avoided, which at one time 
seemed im m inent, and for the first tim e in the his­ 
tory of the country an Indian nation has given up 
its tribal existence to settle in severalty and live as 
individuals under the common protection of tho 
laws of tho country. 
The conduct of the Indians 
throughout the country during tho past year, with 
a few notew orthy exceptions, has been orderly and 
peaceful. 
The guerilla warfare carried on for two 
years by Yictorio and his band of Southern Apaches 
has virtually come to an end by the death of that 
chief and most of his followers on Mexican soil. 
The disturbance caused on our northern frontiers 
by Sitting Bull and his men, who had taken refuge 
in the British Dominion, aro also likely to cease. A 
large m ajority of his followers have surrendered to 
our m ilitary forces, and the rem ainder are appar­ 
ently m progress of desintegration. 
I concur with 
the Secretary of 
the Iuterior In expressing an 
earnest hope th at Congress will, at this session, take 
favorable action on the bill providing for the allot­ 
m ent of lands on the different reservations in 
severalty to the Indians, with patents conferring a 
fee simple title, unalienable for a certain period, and 
eventually the disposition of the residue of the re­ 
servation for general settlem ent, w ith the consent and 
for the benefit of the Indians,placing the latter under 
equal protection of the laws of tho country. 
This 
measure, together with a vigorous prosecution of 
our educational cffoits, will work a most im portant 
and effective advance towards the solution of the 
Indian problem, and in preparing for the gradual 
merging of our Indian population into the great 
body of American citizenship. 


PUBLIC LANDS, 


A large in reuse is reported iu the disposal of 
public lands for settlem ent during the past year, 
which mark3 the prosperous growth of our agricult­ 
ural industry and the vigorous m ovem ent of the 
population tow ard our unoccupied lands. 
As the 
movement proceeds, the codification of our land 
laws, as well as proper legislation to regulate the 
disposition of public lands, become of more pressing 
necessity, and I therefore invite the consideration 
of Congress to the accom panying draft of a bill 
made by the Public Lands Commission, which was 
com m unicate! by me to Congrees at its last session. 
Early action upon this im portant subject is highly 
desirable. 
The attention of Congress is again 
called to the wasteful depredations committed on 
our public tim ber lands, and the rapid and indis­ 
crim inate destruction of our forests. The urgent 
necessity for legislation to th at end is now generally 
recognized, in view of the lawless character of the 
depredations com m itted and the disastrous conse­ 
quences which will inevitably follow' th eir continu­ 
ance. 
Legislation has again and again been recom­ 
m ended to arrest the evil and preserve for the 
people of our W estern States and Territories the 
tim ber needed for domestic and other essential 


uses. 
THE GEOLOGICAL SURVEY. 


The report of the D irector of tho Gcol gical S ur­ 
vey is a docum ent of unusual interest. 
The con­ 
solidation of the various geological and geographical 
surveys and exploring enterprises, each of which 
heretofore operated upon 
an independent plan 
w ithout concert, cannot fail to be of great benefit 
to all thosj industries of the country which dependt 
up ii the developm ent of our m ineral resources. 
The labors of the scientific men of recognized 
m erit who compose the corp3 of the geological s u r­ 
vey during the first 3eason of their field operations 
and inquiries, appear to have been very compre­ 
hensive, and w ill soon be communicated to Con­ 
gress in a num ber of volumes. The D irector of the 
Survey recommends that the investigations carried 
on by his Bureau, which so far have been confined 
to the so-called public land States and Territories, 
be extended over the entire country, and th at the 
necessary appropriation be made for this purpose. 
This would be particularly beneficial to the iron, 
coal and other m ining interests in the Mississippi 
valley, and of the Eastern and Southern States. 
The subject is commended to the careful consider­ 
ation of Congress. 


MORE BOOM NEEDED. 
The Secretary of the Interior calls attention to 
the want of room in the public building of the 
Capitol, new existing and in course of construction, 
for the accommodation of the clerical force employed 
on th e public records. 
Necessity has compelled the 
renting of private buildings in different p a n s of the 
city for the location of public edifices, for which a 
large am ount of ren t is annually paid, while the 
separation of offices belonging to the same D epart­ 
m ent impedes the transaction of current business. 
The Secretary suggests th at the block surrounding 
Lafayette Square on the east, north and west, be 
purchased as a site for the new edifico for the accom­ 
modation of Government offices, leaving the square 
itself intact, and th at if such buildings were con­ 
structed upon a harm onious plan of architecture 
they would add much to the beauty of the na­ 
tional capital, and would, together with 
tho 
Treasury and new State, Navy and W ar Departm ent 
building, form one of the most imposing group of 
public edifices in the world. 


AGRICULTURAL MATTERS. 


The Commissioner of Agriculture expresses a con­ 
fident belief th at his efforts in behalf of the produc­ 
tion of our own 
sugar 
and 
teas have been 
encouragingly rewarded. 
The im portance of the 
results attained have attracted marked attention at 
home, and have received the special consideration 
of foreign nations. 
The successful cultivation of 
our tea and the m anufacture of our own sugar 
would m ake a difference of m any millions of dullars 
annually in th e wealth of th e nation. The Com­ 
missioner acks attention particularly to the con­ 
tinued prevalence of infections and contagious cat­ 
tle diseases, known and dreaded in Europe and Asia 
as the cattle plague, or pleuro pneum onia. 
A mild 
type of this disease in certain sections of our coun­ 
try is the occasion of great loss to our farm ers, and 
a serious disturbance to our trade with G reat B rit­ 
ain, which furnishes a m arket for most of our Hve 
stock and dretstu meats. The value of the neat 
cattse exported from the United States for the tight 
m o th s ended A ugust 3. 18S0, was m ore than 
$12,000,000, and nearly double the value for the 
fame period in 1879- a n unexam pled increase of the 


export trade. 
Your early attention b solicited to 
this im portant m atter 


EDUCATIONAL AFFAIRS. 
The Commissioner of Education reports a contin­ 
ued increase of public interest in educational affairs, 
and th a t public fchools generally throughout tbe 
country are w’ell sustained. 
Industrial training is 
attracting deserved attention, and colleges for in ­ 
struction in the theoretical and practical in agri­ 
culture and the mechanic arts, including the Gov­ 
ernm ent schools recently established for the in­ 
struction of the Indian youth, are gaining steadily 
in public estim ation. 
The Commissioner asks 
special attention to the depredations committed 
on lands reserved for the future support of public 
instruction, and to the very great need of help from 
the nation for schools in th e Territories and iu the 
Southern States. The recommendation heretofore 
made is repeated and urged, th at an educa­ 
tional 
fund 
be 
set 
apart 
from 
the 
net 
proceeds 
of 
the sales 
of public 
lauds 
au- 
nually, the income of which and the rem ainder 
of the net annual proceeds to be distributed on some 
satisfactory plan to States a- d Territories and the 
D istrict of Columbia. The success of the public 
schools of the District of Columbia, and the progress 
made under the intelligent direction of the Board 
of Education and the Superintendent in supply iug 
the educational requirem ents of the D istrict with 
well-trained and efficient teachers, is very gratifying. 
Acts of Congress from time to tim e, douating public 
lands to th e several States and Territories in aid of 
educational interests, have proved to be wise meas­ 
ures of public policy, resulting in a great and lasting 
benefit. 
It w'ould seem to be a m atter of simple 
justice to extend the benefits of this legislative 
wisdom, which ¿as been so fully vindicated by ex­ 
perience, to the District of Columbia. 


THE DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA. 
1 again commend the general interests of th e Dis­ 
trict of Columbia to the favorable consideration of 
CoDgress. 
The affairs of the District, as shown by* 
the report of the Commissioners, are in a very sat­ 
isfactory* condition. 
In my annual messages here­ 
tofore, and in my special message of December 15, 
1879, I have urged upon the attention of Congress 
the necessity of reclaiming the m arshes of the 
Potomac adjacent 
to 
the 
capital, and 
I am 
constrained by its importance to adveit again 
to the subject. 
These flats embrace an area of sev­ 
eral hundred acres. 
They are an im pedim ent to the 
drainage of the city, and seriously im pair its health. 
It is be lieved th at w ith this substantial improve­ 
m ent of its river front the capital would be in all 
respects one of the most attractive cities in the 
world. Aside from its perm anent population, this city 
is necessarily the place of residence of persons from 
every section of the country engaged in tho public 
service. 
Many others reside here tem porarily for 
the transaction of business with the Government. 
It should uot be forgotten th at the land reclaimed 
will probably be worth the cost of reclaiming it, 
and the navigation of the river be greatly im­ 
proved. 
1 therefore again invite the attention of 
Congress 
to

im portance of a provision 
for

long 
de­ 
layed improvement. The water supply cf the city 
is inadequate. 
In addition to its ordinary use 
throughout the city, the consumption bv the Gov­ 
ernm ent is necessarily very great in the navy yard, 
arsenal and various other departm ents, and a large 
quantity is required for the proper preservation of 
the num erous parks and cleansing of sewers. 
I recommend 
th at this

TRAVELING HUMAN NATURE. 


Thera are perhaps few things which one 
comes across in everyday life better calcu­ 
lated to give an insight iuto the weaker 
side of hnman nature than the Visitor’s 
Book kept at a Continental hotel. 
In it 
one sees the obvious wish of the writer to 
present himself or herself to the world in 
some particular light. 
It need scarcely be 
said that the form adopted is not generally 
that of self-abasement. 
Thus the signa­ 
ture of “ J. C. Colman, M. P ., pour Nor­ 
wich,” at an obscure town on the Simplon 
road, points unmistakably to the newly- 
fledged member of Parliament, anxious to 
dazzle the world w ith hi9 rank and impor­ 
tance. 
Mr. Colman may or may not be a 
portion of the British Legislature, but in 
any case the fact can scarcely be of much 
interest to the dwellers in the Southern 
Alps, and still less to the travelers who 
may follow in his footsteps. 
Another entry in the same book refers 
to the advent of a citizen of the Great Re­ 
public, and runs as follows; “ W . Holden, 
United States of America, arrived with 
four-in-hand.” 
There is something about 
this test which one can hardly help liking, 
it is so plain and outspoken. 
It says : “ I 
am a bragging, upstart Yankee, and I don’t 
care who knows it.” 
Mr. Holden, when 
blossoming on the free soil of America, is 
no doubt, in the language of Mr. Lafayette 
Kettle, “ as remarkable a man as any in 
the country,” but it was hardly worth 
while to publish the precise manner in 
which he revealed himself to the admiring 
eyes of villagers of the Tyrol. 
N ext we 
have apparently an Egyptian, in the per­ 
son of a traveler who signs himself “ Jules 
Guichard, Direoteur, Administration Canal 
de Suez.” 
Following him in the same 
hook is the signature of one of the mo3t 
distinguished Frenchmen of modern times. 
It is simply “ Leon Gambetta, A vocat.” 
A lady, either anxious to show her im­ 
portance, or desirous of proving that she is 
not guilty of the impropriety of traveling 
alone, or both, describes herself as “ Mis3 
Cummins and domestique.” 
Three American young ladies at an inn 
at the village of Simplon fill in the column 
of the book headed “ Occupation,” with 
the words, “ Looking for a Husband.” 
One of the most noteworthy features in 
these books is the tendency of the writers, 
more especially of those of Anglo-Saxon 
race, to mix up two or three languages in 
the half dozen words which they think it 
necessary to write. 
Thus, in addition to 
the above, “ Laurence G. Boggs” adds to 
his signature the expression “ Etats-Unis 
d’Amerique 
Mrs. E. Shorter, “ Londres, 
Angleterre,” and Mr. Irvinger, “ tres sat- 
isfait.” 
Again, Lycurgus B. Smith tells 
us that he is “ en route pour Rom e,” and 
Mr, Epaminoüdas Brown that he is “ parti 
for California. ” 
It is difficult to avoid smiling at these 
little eccentricitios of the human race, and 
if perpetrating them affords pleasure to the 
perpetrators it assuredly does no one else 
any harm. 
Traveling is said to he one 
means of improving people’s minds and 
adding to their intelligence, 
If so, there 
can he no donbt that there is with many 
people ample need of both.—[Egyptian 
Gazette. 


F a s h i o s a b l e W e d d i n g s .— “ It is 
no 
trifling expense to be a bridemaid at a 
fashionable wedding, ” says a W ashington 
correspondent of the Hartford (Conn.)

She entered 
leaning on the arm 
of her father, the 
violoncellist Samary, and was beautifully 
dressed in ivory satin aud orange blossoms. 
Mile. Barrelta, in an opal blue and silver 
toillette, 
was bridemaid. 
None of the 
bridegroom’s family was present. 
In the 
sacristy the whole company of the Theater 
Francais defiled before tbe bride, whom 
the actresses embraced, 
and the actors 
saluted by kissing her hand. 
James Russell Lowell remembers that 
thirty years ago Thackeray said to him, 
“ Carlyle is my master.” 
The other day 
he saw in a magazine that Rusk in makes 
the same observation. 
This coincidence, 
the difference betweenThackeray and Rus- 
kiu being remembered, only showed, he 
thought, the universality of Carlyle’s influ­ 
ence. 
He meant to say that Carlyle ap­ 
proached different men on different sides, 
which was one of the strongest marks that 
could be mentioned of genius. 
Carlyle 
had found an approach to their intellects 
and to their hearts—to the intellects and 
hearts of a great variety of men of different 
nations. 
He had introduced a new style— 
a peuuliarly English style—of looking at 
things, quite as much as Sir W alter Scott 
introduced a new style of novel-writing. 
Sir W alter Scott, he considered, was the 
greatest story-teller of the age. 
Carlyle 
had the surprising gift of expressing poetic 
thought in prose. 


THE SEVEN SLEEPERS BY THE LOIRE. 


C O M M E R C IA L . 


The Seven Sleepers are said to have 
come as pilgrims from the far East—Syria, 
according to the usual version—that they 
might receive the blessing of St. Martin. 
They found the saint passing most of his 
time in a small cavern. 
They occupied 
one near it. 
One day they received from 
St. Martin the eucharist, and presently 
fell asleep. 
There was no appearance ot 
death ; they remained in a breathless, mo­ 
tionless slumber for weeks, m onths; and 
then, though there was no decay, it was 
thought right to lay them in hollow rock 
tombs. 
And here I was shown the seven 
graves cut in the floor; each is shaped 
somewhat like all the Templars’ tombs. 
A t the door of the grotto there was a tomb 
of great antiquity, covered by a stone slab 
which left a hole at one corner. 
Looking 
through this I perceived a skeleton which 
had no coffin. 
It is not improbable, there­ 
fore, that these graves have been repeat­ 
edly used for hermits of speci il sanctity. 
After they passed from their living to their 
literal burial, these saintly solitaires have 
often for the first tim e begun to exercise 
influence upon men. 
Legends take root 
in their graves, floating fables adopt them 
as fathers, and so ultim ately they rise 
again as m yths, their bones are distributed 
as charms, and they enter upon a more 
real existence than when they dw elt above 
the sod as if they were already beneath it. 
On the ceiling of the Seven Sleepers' Grot, 
when I saw it in the summer of 187S, there 
were still discernible the fading splendors 
of the sky and heavenly bodies with which 
it had been decorated. 
But whoever may 
slumber. Time and Nature Bleep not. 
The 
front of the chapel has been designed by 
M. l’Abbe Brisacier, in accordance with a 
structure which existed in the same place in 
the eleventh century. 
During the severe 
winter which preceded, the ceiling of the 
cave had fallen—as it fell twice before (in the 
eleventh and again in the seventeenth cen­ 
tury) and of all the interior decorations I 
could now discover only a lily, a star, a 
faint tinge of blue sky. These decorations 
had been copied from the earliest ages, 
The fall of this roof and removal of the 
debris laid bare a large number of bones, 
some of which were iu such a position as 
to be almost of geological interest. 
It 
looks as if so early as the tenth century, 
perhaps, tbe place wa3 regarded as a sa­ 
cred one for burial. 
The catastrophe 
brought out the fact that the ingenious 
Abbe Brisacier, of Tours, had about the 
same tim e discovered in the episcopal 
archives the names of the Seven Sleeper.". 
These names will now be connected with 
seven figures, 
which w ill have to be 
evoived from somebody’s inner conscious­ 
ness, on seven stained windows now being 
made for the little chapel which has been 
built. The names, w hich have been kindly- 
sent me by the Abbe Brisacier, are Clem­ 
ens, Primus, La-tus, Theodorus, Cyriadius, 
Godantius and Innocentius. 
Yon great 
gateway of Marmoutier, from which Ur­ 
ban II. 
preached the crusade, and so 
earned such saiutship as the nineteenth- 
century Vatican can recognize, is a noble 
piece of architecture, but it has beneath 
its turret an oubliette, recently sealed, 
down which human victim s were hnrled to 
a depth not yet fathomed ; there are two 
westward towers also that are graceful ; 
but it was the place of execution when the 
lords of Marmoutier were the judges, and 
they seem even now studded with human 
heads. 
The glory of this, the oldest and 
most aristocratic convent in Northern Eu­ 
rope, after all, hovers about these grottoes, 
where Gatien aud Martin and dear St. P at­ 
rick passed much of their time.

Bishop drove up to the hotel with several 
friends. 
The cx-Governor, with the calm­ 
ness of a'groat man, took the serenade to 
himself, and, rising in the carriage, bowed 
gracefully and responded iu|a characteristic 
speech. 
The band dispersed, the ex-Gov- 
eruor retired, 
and the poor agricultural 
President's speech w.as never made.

INTERIOR DEPARTMENT. 
Synopsis of the Annual Report of Secre­ 
tary Schurz. 
[By Telegraph.] 
W a s h in g to n , December 2d.—Secretary 
Schurz, in his report on Indian Affairs, 
says experience has strengthened his con­ 
viction that the management of Indian 
affairs Bhould continue .to be intrusted to 
the civic and not the military authorities. 
His arguments on this topic have been 
fully foreshadowed in former annual re­ 
ports. He again quotes with emphasis the 
conclusion of the report of the Peace Com­ 
mission of 1S78, signed by Generals Sher­ 
man, Harney, Kerry and Auguer, in which 
these distinguished officers of the army 
said, among other things to the same pur­ 
port : “ If we intend to have war with the 
Indians, the Indian Bureau should go to 
the Secretary of War. If we intend to 
have peace it should be in the civil depart­ 
ment.” I desire to say that it has not 
been the purpose of th¡3 department under 
my administration, while ordering all un­ 
necessary outlays of money, to cut down 
expenses merely for the purpose of making 
a striking exhibition of economy. 
The 
history of Indian affairs shows that ill- 
judged parsimony not unfrequently led to 
serious trouble and very costly complica­ 
tions. I am ndw convinced that a gener­ 
ous appropriation for agricultural imple­ 
ments, for stock and cattle, to be distrib­ 
uted among the Indians, and for educa­ 
tional facilities made at the time when the 
temper of our whole Indian population is 
such as to receive such aid in the right 
spirit, would be judicious. The case of 
the Pouca« receives minute attention. 
Looking at the present condition of things, 
it may be said without exaggeration that 
on the whole the Indian situation is now 
more hopeful than ever before. The de­ 
sire of the Indians to maintain friendly re­ 
lations with their white neighbors, to go to 
work for their own support, to cultivate 
the soil, to acquire permanent homes, to 
have their children educated, and to assim­ 
ilate themselves to the civilization of the 
country, is growiug stronger and more 
general every day. 
THE BIG TREES. 
He again calls attention to the fact that 
the waste and destruction of the redwood 
and big trees of California have been and 
continue to be so great as to cause the ap­ 
prehension that in the course of a few 
years these magnificent species may entirely 
disappear unless some measures are taken 
to prestrve at least a portion of them, and 
he renews his recommendatiou of last year 
that the President be authorized to with­ 
draw from sale or other disposition an area 
at least equal to a to#nsl.ip in the coast 
range in the northern, and an equal erea in 
the southern part of California, upon which 
these interesting trees grow, lie remarks 
that the bill introduced iu Congress to ac­ 
complish this object has not yet been acted 
on, and adds : “ It seems important that if 
any measure for the preservation of these 
species of trees is to be taken at all, it 
should be dono as soon as possible. I 
therefore once more commend this subject 
to the attention of Congress. The Secre­ 
tary also renews his last year’s recommen­ 
dation for the enactment of Senator Ed­ 
munds' bill to provide for the settlement of 
PRIVATE LAND CLAIMS 
In all tho territory derived from Mexico, 
except California. He says, with reference 
to the Public Lands Commission, the bill 
now pending in Congress : “ The import­ 
ance of the passage of this or some similar 
bill by Congress cannot ho overestimated. 
Existing laws for the survey and disposal 
of the public domain were enacted mainly 
while tho Government wa» disposing of the 
public lauds cast of the Missouri river. 
The olimate, soil and products of the laud 
west of the one kumlrtdth meridian are so 
entirely different from those east of it as to 
require legislation specially applying there­ 
to. Eaily aclion upon this bill is urgently 
demanded by the public iu‘> rests. As the 
lettlemgut of our Western Teiritories pro­ 
gresses, I beg that the attention of Con­ 
gress lie invited to tl-.i* important subject. 
The main features ot legislation urged by 
Secretary Schurz for the protection of Gov­ 
ernment timber and the 
PRESERVATION OF THE FORESTS 
Of the country are the following : 
F irB t, 
that the Government should be authorized 
to sell timber from the lauds principally 
valuable for the timber growing on them, 
that is to say, not suited to agricultural or 
mineral purposes, ata reasonable price above 
the nominal rates to supply all domestic 
needs and all wants of local busiuess en­ 
terprises, as well a3 of commerce ; the lat­ 
ter so far aa compatible with the public 
interests. Secondly, that these eales of 
public timber he so regulated as to preserve 
the necessary proportion of the forests on 
public lands from waste and indiscriminate 
destruction. 
Such a policy can, in his 
opinio*,, be carried out without great cost, 
aud in perfect justice to tbestttlersr.nd busi­ 
ness enterprises of the country. 
It is 
virtually the policy proposed by the 
Public Lands Commission in their re­ 
port, aud the bill submitted to Congress at 
its last session. He again urges the enact­ 
ment of a law prescribing severe penalties 
for willful negligence or carelessness in 
setting of tires upon public lands aud pro­ 
viding for the recovery of damages sis- 
taiced. He also recommends a liberal ap­ 
propriation for the extension of a geo­ 
graphical survey all over the United States. 
He recommends that four new Government 
buildings, of adequate size, be erected ou 
the three blocks surrounding Lafayette 
Square, opposite the Executive Mansion, 
for the Interior Department. The report 
also contains a synopsis of roports fur­ 
nished under special instructions of the 
Departmect by the Government of the 
various Territories, setting forth their ma­ 
terial resources and their respective attrac­ 
tions for immigrants.

COINAGE' MATTERS. 


Albanian marriage arrangements are 
very peculiar. When a damsel arrives at 
marriageble age her parents publish the 
fact among their friends aud acquaint­ 
ances. Should no suitor come forward, it 
re3ts with her brothers to find one. 
A 
brother thus circumstanced will sometimes 
come up to a male friend in the street and 
make tho complimentary proposal then and 
there. “ You are just the man I want<-d 
to see”—.thus goes the abrupt formula on 
these occasions—“ my sister is now four­ 
teen years old j you must marry her.” Aa 
etiquette forbids a plump refusal, the gen­ 
tleman thus honored gives a sort- of half 
acquiescence, and then hurries off to in­ 
struct some old lady to act aa go-between. 
Should ha be satisfied with the report 
made, after duo inquiry, by this adviser, 
the wedding is arranged ; but not until the 
very last moment is the expectant bride­ 
groom allowed to see his future spouse, 
and then it would be contrary to the pre­ 
scriptions of society for him to draw back, 
however unprepossessing she might prove 
tobe. After the performance of the cere­ 
mony a very curious piece of etiquette 
comes into play. Among Asiatic and un­ 
civilized people generally, it is the rule for 
the bride-elect to feign coyness, but among 
the Araauts the bridegroom has to make 
this pretense. After tho marriage feast is 
over, and the newly-made wifo has with­ 
drawn, her husbaud lingers behind, and 
not until he has been tubjected to a variety 
of rough usage by her relatives arc tbe pre­ 
scriptions of etiquette considered to heeuf- 
fioiently complied with to- admit of his fol­ 
lowing tho lady. 
C apos Rasaque.—Slit the capon down 
the back with a sharp knife, then with the 
knife close to the bones scrape down the 
■ides, and the bones will oome out, all ex­ 
cept the leg and wing bones. Then stuff 
the capon with a forcemeat ef cold grouse 
or duck or lamb, chopped or pounded into 
a smooth mass, richly seasoned with salt, 
pepper, two tablespoonfnls of chopped 
pork, the juice of a lemon, and some sage 
and summer savory. Sew up the capon, 
tie it into a good shape, and lard the top 
or breast thickly with bits of fat pork. 
Roast in the oven, basting often with a 
little fresh butter.

Operations of the San Francisco and Car­ 
son Mints. 
[By Telegraph ] 
W a s h in g t o n , December 5th.—The re­ 
port of the Director of the Mint shows that 
the amount of gold and silver bullion dis­ 
tributed among the Mints during tbe last 
fiscal year was as follows : The Mint at 
San Francisco received $28,545,544 46 in 
gold, and §10,842,390 58 in silver. Carson 
received $368,174 51 in gold, and $022,­ 
291 88 in silver. The Director says that 
the superior facilities at San Francisco for 
filling with dispatch orders for the speedy 
delivery of silver in China, and the dimin­ 
ished production of silver in the States and 
Territories contiguous to the Pacific Coast, 
have operated to carry the price of bullion 
at San Francisco above the New York and 
London prices, rendering it difficult at 
times to purchase at market rates silver 
bullion for delivery at the Pacific Coast 
Mints. This compelled a suspension of 
coinage at Carson from November, 1879, to 
May, 1880, tbe stock of silver bullion at the 
iormer date having become reduced to 
1,234,241 standard ounces. 
The pur­ 
chase and reception of silver bull­ 
ion was, however, in the meantime 
continued, and the stock accumulated 
by April, 1S80, to 22,708,704 standard 
ounces, which justified a resumption of 
coinage, but the whole amount of silver 
bullion obtained for the Carsou Mint dur­ 
ing the year amounted, at its coinage 
value, to $59,762,428. The total purchase 
of silver during the year fcr Saa Francisco 
was 7 331.853 standar! ounces, ata Cost of 
$7,566.331 06. The total for Carson of 
51 358 338 standard ounces cost §52,723,­ 
37S. The stats ment of the distribution of 
appropriations and expenditures shows : 
Saa Franci-co. $3S7,400 of appropriations 
ami $32,366 I't) of i xnem’itnres ; Carson, 
$1 466.(50 ut appropriations a:.d $9,715,. 
735 ot expenditures. Oi r* finer", turnings 
an 1 oxje i li’nrcs Ran Fm u-.vo is credited 
with .915 848,734 charges collecied and 
$15,101,448 expenses; Carsou, $986,442 
charge* colli cted anil $553 759 expenses, 
i he \v< ighing and assay ing were in all cases 
satisfactory. Under the heading of the 
“ Condition of the Mints and Assay Of­ 
fices,” the Director Bays that the coinage 
at the San Francisco Mint in 1880 was 
$13,000,000 less of gold and $6,000,000 
of silver than in 1878, owing to the 
diminished production of gold and silver 
on the Pacific coast. The total coinage of 
gold pieces was 2,284,500 ; of silver pieces, 
7,910,000 ; total value, $36,053,000. Car 
son coined 38,5G7 gold pieces and 40S.000 
silver pieces, valued at $654,790. Refer­ 
ence is made to tbe Reynolds patent suit, 
pendiug in the California Circuit Court, 
against the Superintendent and Melter and 
Refiner of the San Francisco Mint. The 
Director says the procees of parting at the 
Mint has been in use since it was organ­ 
ized, and was continued by the present 
Superintendent solely for the benefit of the 
United States, and if advantage has ac­ 
crued it has been to the United States, and 
not to these officers. They ought not to 
be required to pay or defend themselves at 
their own expense in this suit. The plain­ 
tiff justifies his suit for the alleged teason 
that no Court 1 as jurisdiction of any suit 
which he could 
bring against the 
United States. 
The Director, there­ 
fore, recqmmends that the jurisdic­ 
tion of the Court of Claims be (xtended 
to hear this case, or legislation be ext; uded 
to enable the patentee to test the validity 
of his claim, aud make the Government 
and not the officers responsible. With 
reference to the indebtedness of tiie Sjn 
Francisco Mint to the Treasury, ari ingout 
of the deficits of officers prior to the or­ 
ganization of the Mint Bureau aud the ap­ 
pointment of the present officers, whose 
accounts are satisfactorily adjusted, and 
the loss on the sale of sweeps aud wastage 
prior to the same year, of « hich there is to 
hope of collecting, the Director recoin­ 
mends their cancellation by an appropria­ 
tion of the necessary amount from the 
profit on coinage or from moneys in the 
United States Treasury. 
There were 
1,046,500 standard silver dollars distribu­ 
ted from the New Orleans Mint and 932,­ 
500 from the Philadelphia Mint. The total 
shipments from the New Orleans Mint 
since June 15, 1S80, have been 4,943,498. 
During the week there were 462,92S stand­ 
ard silver dollars distributed. During the 
same period last year but 272,497 were dis­ 
tributed. 
CULIOSI TIES OF THE VOICE 
Dr. Delaunay, in a paper read recently 
before the French Academy cf Medicine, 
gives some details on the history slid 
limits of the hun.au voice, which he ob­ 
tained after much patient research. Ac­ 
cording to the doctor, the primitive in­ 
habitants of Europe were all tenors; their 
descendants of the present day are bari­ 
tones, and their grand sons will have seini- 
bass voices. Looking at different races, 
he calls attention to the fact that inferior 
races, such as the negroes, etc., have 
higher voices than whito men. Tne voice 
has also a tendency to deepen with a,e— 
the tenor of sixteen becoming the bari­ 
tone at twenty-live, *nd bass at thirty-five 
Fair-coinplcxioned people have higher 
voices than the dark-skinned, the former 
being usually soprancsor tenors, the latter 
contraltos or basses. “ Tenors,” say3 the 
doctor, “ are sleuderly built and thin; 
basses are 6toutIy m ale and corpulent.” 
This may be the rule, but one is inclined 
to think there are more exceptions to it 
than are necessary to prove the rule. Th<. 
same r. mark applies to the assertion that 
thoughtful, intelligent men have always a 
deep-toned voice, whereas triflers and friv­ 
olous persons have soft, weak voices. Tho 
tones of the voice are perceptibly higher, 
he points out, before than after a meal, 
which is the reason why tenors dine early 
in order that their voices may not suffer. 
Prudent singers eschew strong drinks and 
spirituous liquors, especially tenors, but 
basses can eat and drink generally with 
impunity. “ The south," says the dootor, 
“ furnishes the tenora and the north the 
b a s s e s i n proof of which he adds that 
the majority of French tenors come from 
the South of France, whilst the basses be­ 
long to the northern department. 
Solomon Jones of Bloomsburg, Md., was 
70 when, after many years of poverty, he 
received 82,000 in pension money. He had 
no relatives to leave it io when he died, 
and therefore made np his mind to spend it 
all himself. La view of the probably short 
time remaining to him in this world, he felt 
that he must be fast and furious in his 
pleasures if he would spend the whole 
$2,000. He married a young wife, and 
gratified her love of dress ; ha got in a large 
stock of beverages, and drank thtm reck­ 
lessly ; he bought & fast horse aud bet on 
him. At the end of three months the last 
dollar was gone, his wife deserted him, his 
horse died, and he is still without any im­ 
mediate prospect of dying. 
A very touching incident, and one that 
illustrates the enduring love of woman, oc 
curred in St. Louis the other day. 
A 
broker who was rendered penniless by an 
unexpected decline in stocks broke the sews 
to his young' wife as gently as passible. 
She did not faint or give way to tears, but, 
with a lock of ineffable sweetness, brought 
from her writing-desk the money she had 
been saving up to buy a pair of Bhoes with, 
putting it into his hand without a word. 
Fortunately, the firm to which she had let 
the contract for the shoes was a wealthy 
Chicago one, and, although the unexpected 
withdrawal oi so much trade will make a 
decided difference in the annual commercial 
showing of that city, the consciousness of 
a good deed performed will more than com­ 
pensate for the loss.

Several cases of soarlet fever are reported 
in Stockton. 
Numbers of freight teams are blockaded 
at Downieville. 
Hay sells lor §50 per ton at Guunison, 
wholesale price. 
A new Catholic church is about to be 
erected at Napa. 
Numerous thefts of cattle are reported 
iu Alameda county. 
Tygh valley, Oregon, is increasing in 
population and wealth. 
The oldest person in Montana is an In­ 
dian woman, aged 115. 
Red Bluff is to have a new paper, an 
evening Republican daily. 
The People’s Cause of Red Bluff lias 
changed hands once more. 
Forest fires have destroyed much timber 
in southern Plumas county. 
Silverton (Or.) hunters lately got in 
sight of a b’.ud of forty elk. 
There are no less than 3,000 Indians iu 
the eastern portion of Montana. 
Woodland wants some kind of a literary 
society organized for the winter. 
Portions of Briggs’ orchard at Marys­ 
ville are being cut down for firewood. 
There is to be a military post established 
near the head of Big Chino valley, Arizona. 
Ninety-one per cent, of the 5,860 school 
children at Oakland are regular attend­ 
ants. 
It is rumored that the Carson (Nev.) 
Times is to be removed to Reno in the near 
future. 
During the past eleven months Santa 
Cruz county has sent ten persons to the In­ 
sane Asylum. 
The new railroad town of Dillon, Mon­ 
tana, is growing rapidly. It is in the heart 
of Beaverhead valley. 
It cost the sum of $3,999 93 to lay iu 
winter fuel, do repairs and run the schools 
of Virginia City during November. 
There is a flour mill at Bedford, Mon­ 
tana, run by water from a hot spring, and 
bo able to operate all tbe year round. 
The Yellowstone Journal, Montana, says 
that over 100,000 buffalo hides, worth §2 
apiece, will be cured in that region this 
winter. 
There have been four cases of small-pox 
at Tehachipa. One has completely recov­ 
ered and the remaining threo are conva­ 
lescent. 
The town of Siisauville, with less than 
400 inhabitants, burns each year over 3,000 
cords of wood, at the average price of 
§1 75 per cord. 
Mass meetings are being held in msny 
British Columbia towns in relation to tho 
delay in the construction of the Esquimalt- 
Nanaimo Railway. 
Settlers arc fast occupying the creek 
bottoms aud valleys of eastern Oregon, de­ 
creasing the stock ranges and founding 
future cities and villages. 
The sea-wall is rising gradually at Oak­ 
land. 
The contractors have discarded 
schooners, and use barges to transport the 
rock from Point -San Pedro. 
It is estimated that the average crop of 
grapes in Napa valley is eight tons per 
acie. Io Sonoma valley and on the moun­ 
tains the crop is about live tous to the acre. 
The first acre of sugar beets jutt har­ 
vested in Puyallup, W. T., yielded eighteen 
tons. The dry season cut the crop short. 
Samples will be sent to Alvarado, in this 
State, to be tested. 
The Virginia (Nev.) Skating Club finds 
it difficult to make their pond hold water. 
An old miner says there is a timne! under 
the pond, aud proposes to make the pond 
hold water by bulklieading this. 
Russel Heath, of Carpetteria, has 800 
bushels of Grenoble walnuts, shelled and 
thoroughly dried. He has abon^fcO acres 
in walnuts, although not all hearing, and 
w 11 put out about 350 new trees this year. 
It is announced, says the Vallejo Chron­ 
icle, that the wages of shipwrights at the 
Navy Yard during the next quarter will 
be increased from $4 to $5 per day, that 
being the ruling rate of w ages paid in San 
Francisco. 
Mi agher county, Montana, stockmen are 
oppis dto farther importadora of stock 
into their neighborhood, and therefore are 
in favor tf raisinc the taxes a few mills on 
the dollar in the hope that such a step will 
tend to prevent the driving in of other 
herds. 
A correspondent of the Eureka (Nev.) 
Sentinel, advocating artesian wells, says : 
It has been proven that the interior deserts 
are as productive as any lands, hardly ex­ 
cept ng the Mississippi bottoms, provided 
water lor irrigation can be obtained. It is 
my opinion that an abundanoe can be had 
at less than 500 feet in depth. 
The Ortfville Mercury sayB t Joshua 
Ilendy, of Fin Francisco, has purchased 
the Butte Mining Company's boat, and it is 
now being dismantled. He intends stor­ 
ing the two boilers near tbe railroad sta­ 
tion, and will ship the small machinery to 
Saii Francisco. 
This winter, when the 
water in the river is high enough, he will 
float the scow down to Sacramento. 
The editor of the Silver State eays l 
Some fourteen years ago, the writer, ac­ 
companied by A. P. Safi'ord and others, 
saw the hot springs, near what is now 
called the Hot Springs Station, on the 
Central Pacific Railroad, throw a volume 
of water sufficient to run a sawmill, at b ast 
ten feet high. Tha water continued to 
flow for two and one-half minutes and 
then subsided for a like peiiod. This oc 
curred at regular intervals. 
Judge Hastings, at the last meeting of 
the St. Helena Vinicultural Clnb, broached 
the idea of improving the lands adjacent 
to Napa river, by a general system of 
straightening and cleaning throughout its 
entire length, which should enable the 
waters to be more rapidly and thoroughly 
drawn off and free tbe adjacent lands of 
any standing water. This, it is thought, 
might materially affect the liability to frost 
of these lands, and thus enhance their 
value for grape-growing. 
Columbia county’s quota of arms, 100 
stand, ara at Walla V’alla, W\ T. The 
County Commissioners some time ago left 
the distribution of these arms to General 
Smith, and he suggests that a company, 
consisting of forty or fifty men, be formed 
at Dayton, aDd that a similar one bo organ­ 
ized in the Pataha section. Upon the or­ 
ganization of a company it will be supplied 
with these arms, which are the needle gune 
of the latest pattern, such as are furnished 
to the regular army. 
The Victoria (B. C.) Chronicle rejoices 
over the completion of the steamer Peer­ 
less, built for the Thompsen-river trade, 
and says that, with a few improvements in 
tbs Black canyon, this piece of water will 
be rendered navigable, and fifty miles will 
be added to the present beautiful stretch 
from Savona Ferry to Spellamacheen, 
through the beat agricultural and grazing 
lands of the province, besides giving a 
water stretch of 125 miles up the North 
Thompson river. It will also be demon­ 
strated that a canal should be cut from the 
head of navigation to Okanagan lake, a 
distance of twelve miles, making in all a 
navigable stretch of nearly 300 miles 
through the garden of British Columbia. 
There is one character of funerals often 
seen in Tucson, says the Arizona Star, that 
in many respects is peculiarly touching. 
Wa refer to the burial of little children 
belonging to the poorer class of Mexicans. 
It is nothing unusual to see the father 
walking through the streets with the dead 
body of his child iu an ordinary raisin-box, 
while the grief-stricken mother walks be­ 
hind, often leading one or two other chil­ 


dren. But even here the tender love of 
their parental hearts shows itself in the 
cheap and often gaudy decorations of the 
improvised coffin, for it will be covered 
with some bright colored paper, inore 
often red than otherwise, and around the 
edges neatly-cut scollops of white paper. 
From the residence of the priest they 
slowly wend their way through the deep 
dust and hot sun to the cemetery, and 
there, within the precincta of consecrated 
ground, lay away forever the child whose 
prattle will never again gladden their 
hearts.

It is not so long ago that Lord William,

STORIES OF BIBLIOKLEPTS. 


Morganatic marriages have for centuries 
been made by German princes. 
Neither 
the wife nor her children are eutitled, usu­ 
ally, in a union of this kind to share the 
rank or possessions of the husband, the 
dowry being considered a requittal for the 
loss of ordinary connubial rights and 
privileges. 
One of the most noted of 
such alliances was that of Frederick" Will­ 
iam III., of Prussia, with the Countess Au­ 
guste von Harracli, who, at the time of the 
wedding, was made Princess of Licgnitz. 
Oat of the usage has gradually risen a code 
of matrimonial law by which the union of 
Princes with memb:rsof the lower order in 
otaer than morganatic form has been at­ 
tended with very serious consequences, 
mainly to the women. 
The lovely and 
unhappy Agnes Bernaucr, whom Duke 
Albrecht, of Bavaria, had espoused, was 
savagely put to death in the fifteenth cen­ 
tury, during the absence of her lord, on a 
charge of having bewitched him. 
In the 
sixteenth and seventeenth centuries the 
German rrinces were in the habit of tak­ 
ing a morganatic wife in addition to a 
regular 
wife. 
Landgrave Phillip, of 
Hesse, set the example, though not with- 
-out the disapproval of the leading reform­ 
ers, 
During the last century Anton 
Ulrich, I>uke of Saxe-Meiningen, tried 
hard to depart from the established rule in 
an effort to obtain for his morganatic wife 
the title of Duchess, and for her children 
the 
right of 
succession. 
The 
Em­ 
peror, 
sustained 
by the 
highest no­ 
bility of the realm, refused his suit, 
declaring 
that 
thore 
could 
be 
no 
complete 
marriage 
in princely fami­ 
lies except between persons 
of equal 
birth. 
Morganatic marriages hare not de­ 
creased in Germany daring the last sixty 
or seventy years. 
One of the moat re­ 
markable instances was the marriage of 
the daughter of the Postmaster of Aussec 
(Styria), afterward created Conntess of 
Mtran, to the late Archduke John. These 
left-handed connections are recognized and 
tolerated among the higher aristocracy not 
less than among princely lines. In Prussia, 
even the inferior gentry may, and oftec 
do, contract them. 
Thereee Elssler who 
visited this country well nigh forty yeais 
ago, on a dancing tour with her then re­ 
nowned sister, Fanny, was morganatically 
married ten years later to Prince Adalbert, 
of Prussia, and was ennobled as Fran von 
ILrncm. 
The Roman and the Greek 
churches have virtually sanctioned mor­ 
ganatic marriages, which are palpably un­ 
just to women, to true domesticity, and to 
the best interests of morality.—[New 
York Times.

Many eminent characters have been

When Innocent X. was still 
Monsignor Pamphilio he stole a book—so 
says Tallemant des Reaux—from Du Mons- 
tier, the painter. 
The amusing thing is 
that Dn Monstier himself was a book thief. 
He used to tell how he prigged a book of 
which he had long been in search from a 
stall on the Pont N euf; “ but,” says Talle­ 
mant (whom Janin does not seem to have 
consulted), “ there are many people who 
don’t think it stealing to steal a book un­ 
less yon sell it afterward.” But Du Mons­ 
tier took a less liberal view where his own 
books were concerned. 
The Cardinal Bar- 
berini came to Paris as legate, and brought 
in his suite Monsignor Pamphilio, who after­ 
ward became Innocent X. 
The Cardinal 
paid a visit to Du Monstier in his studio, 
where Monsigner Pamphilio Bpied, on a 
table, “ L’ Histoire duConcile de Trente ”— 
the good edition, the London one. “ What 
a pity,” thought the young ecclesiastic, 
“ that such a man Bhonld be, by some ac­ 
cident, the posres8or of so valuable a 
book.” W ith these sentiments Monsigner 
Pamphilio slipped the work under bis sou­ 
tane. 
But little Du Monstier observed 
him, and said furiously to the Cardinal 
that a holy man should not bring thieves 
and robbers in his company. 
W ith these 
words, and with others of a violent and 
libellous character, he recovered the His­ 
tory of the Council of Trent, and kicked 
out the future Pope. 
Ameiot de la Hous- 
saie traces to this incident the hatred borne 
by InnoceBt X. to the Crown and people of 
France, 
^ , 
. 
Among 
royal 
persons Catherine de 
Medici, according to Brantome, was a 
Biblioklept. 
“ The Marshal Strozzi had a 
very fine library, and after his death the 
Queen-Mother seized it, promising some 
day to pay the value to his son, who never 
got a farthing of the money.” The Ptole­ 
mies, too, were thieves on a large scale. A 
department of the Alexandrian library was 
called “ The Books from the Shipe,” and 
was filled with rare volumes stolen from 
passengers in vessels that touched at that 
port. 
True, the owners were given copies 
of their ancient MSS., but the exchange, as 
Aristotle says, was an “ involuntary’ one, 
and not distinct from robbery. 
The great pattern of Biblioklepts, a man 
who carried his passion to the most regret- 
able excesses, was a Spanish priest, Don 
Vincente, of the convent of Pobla in Ara­ 
gon. 
When the Spanish revolution de­ 
spoiled tbe convent libraries, Don \ in- 
cente established himself at Barcelona, 
ucder the pillars of Los Encantes, where 
are the the stalls of the merchants of 
bric-a-brac and the seats of them that sell 
books. 
In a gloomy den the Don stored 
up treasures which he hated to sell. 
Once he was present at an auction where 
he was outbid in tbe competition for a rare, 
perhaps a unique, volume. 
Three nights 
after that the people of Barcelona were 
awakened by cries of “ Fire !” The house 
and shop Mf the man who had bought 
“ Ordinacions per los Gloriosos Keys de 
Arago ” were blazing. 
When the fire 
was= extinguished 
the body 
of 
the 
owner of the house was found, with 
a 
pipe in his blackened 
hand and 
some 
money 
beside 
him. 
Every­ 
one said, “ He must have set the house on 
fire with a spark from his pipe.” Time 
went on, and week by week the police 
fonnd the bodies of slain men, now in the 
street, now in a ditch, now in the river. 
There were young men and old, all had 
been harmless and inoffensive in their lives, 
and—all had been bibliophiles. 
A dagger 
in an invisible hand had reached their 
hearts; but the assassin had spared their 
purses, money and rings. 
An organized 
search was made in the city, and the shop 
of Don Vincente was examined. 
There, 
in a hidden recess, the police discovered 
the copy of “ OrdinaciotiB per los Gloriosos 
Reys do Arago,” which ought by rights to 
have been burned with the house of its 
purchaser. 
Don \ incente was asked how 
he got the book. 
He replied in a qniet 
voice, demanded that bis collection should 
be made over to the Barcelona Library, 
and then confessed a loDg array of crimes. 
He had strangled his rival, stolen the Or­ 
dinacions, and burned the house. The slain 
men were people who had bought from him 
books which he really could not bear to 
part with. 
At his trial his counsel tried to 
prove that his confession was false, and 
that he might have got his books by honest 
meanB. 
It was objected that there was in 
the world only one book printed by Lam­ 
bert Palmart in 1482, and that the prisoner 
must have stolen this, the only copy, from 
the library7 where it was treasured. 
The 
defendant’s counsel proved that there was 
another copy, in the Louvre ; that there­ 
fore there might be more, and that the de­ 
fendant’s might have been honestly pro­ 
cured. 
Here Don Vincente, previously 
callous, uttered an hysterical cry. Slid 
the Alcalde : 
“ At last, Vincente you be­ 
gin to understand the enormity of your 
office? 
“ All, Signor Alcalde, my error 
was clumsy indeed. If you only knew how 
miserable I am !” 
“ If human justice 
proves inflexible there is another justice 
whose pity is inexhaustible. 
Repentance 
is never too late.” 
“ Ah, Signor Alcalde, 
my copy was not unique!” 
With the 
story of this impenitent thief we may close 
the roll of Biblioklepts.—[Saturday Re-

NATURAL

Does the human system in its normal 
condition require any toxic stimulant ? All 
physical analogies speak against it. 
W e 
are frugivorous by nature, partly carnivor­ 
ous by habit, bnt certainly not graminiv­ 
orous ; and of all animals only a few 
graminivorous ones have a natural craving 
for the mildest of all peptic stimulants : 
deer, wild goat3 and a few of the larger 
ruminants pay an occasional visit to the 
next salt-lick. 
W ith this exception, the 
instinct of all mammals in a state of nature 
revolts against the mere taste of our popular 
tipples and spices. 
Monkeys, lemures, and 
the frugivorous plantigrades loathe the 
odor of fermented fruits. 
Tobacco-fields 
need no fence ; and only the rage of hunger 
will induce carnivorous beasts to touch 
salted 
or 
peppered 
meats. 
Strong 
spirits 
and 
opium 
are 
Bhunned 
as 
deadly poisons even by reptiles and the 
lowest insects. 
Sustained only by the 
tonic of the vis vita, animals endure the 
rigor of an arctic winter, and perform their 
physical functions with an energy far sur­ 
passing the exertions of the most active 
man. That mental vigor is compatible with 
a non-stimulating diet is proved by the 
teetotaliam of many ancient philosophers, 
and such modern brain-workers as Peter 
Baile, Grimm, Laplace, Combe, Franklin 
and Shelley. 
But can abstainers combine 
mental activity with physical exertion and 
especially with the monotonous, long-con­ 
tinued drudgery of the laboring classes ? 
In other words, will total abstinence do for 
the people at large ? Is the prosperity of 
a nation, or even of a community, con­ 
sistent with a bona fide observance of the 
Maine law? We may doubt if absolute 
naturalism a la Dio Lewis was aot some­ 
thing phenomenal even in the century of 
Cincinnatus ; nor have theologians yet de­ 
cided the point whether the “ sweet wine” 
of the old Hebrews was must or a sert of 
Bordeaux sec. The Pythagoreans of Magna 
Gracia relaxed their principles before they 
became a national party. 
Still, history 
furnishes one excellent test-case in point: 
The western Saracens abstained not only 
from wine, but from all fermented and dis­ 
tilled drinks whatsover, were as innocent 
of coffee as of tea and tobacco, knew 
opium 
only 
as a soporific 
medicine, 
and were inclined to abstemiousness in 
the 
use of 
animal 
food. 
Vet 
six 
millions of these truest sons of temperance 
held their own for seven centuries against 
great odds of heavy-armed Giaonrs, ex­ 
celled all Christendom in astronomy, medi­ 
cine, agriculture, chemistry and linguistics, 
as well as in the abstract sciences, and 
con’d boast of a wbole galaxy of philoso­ 
phers and inspired poets.—[International 
Review.

The blessing of 
the tutelary deities were devoutly in­ 
voked, the good will of the priests was 
propriated, and astrologers in solemn con­ 
clave were bidden to unerringly interpret 
the mystic influences of the zodiac. 
But 
the Maharani was also desirous of fulfill­ 
ing more prosaic conditions, and she had

were proud enough to disdain to send their 
daughters to Baroda, as if on inspection, 
even on the chance of being married to the 
first Maratha prince in India. Things 
came to a deadlock, and the queen-mother 
had to pi ess the Dewan to relinquish high 
politics for a time, and set out for the 
Deccan in search of an eligible lady.

This was,

and the predestined 
sharer of the young Gaekwar’s fortunes 
was at last found on the banks of the 
Canvery.” 
The Tanjore family, to which 
the bride belongs, had long been in­ 
timately connected with Sir Madava Row, 
and the marriage, bo far aa those who were 
present at Baroda during the marriage 
festivities could possibly judge, was de­ 
cidedly popular among the Sirdar» and 
Maratha 
people 
generally, while 
the 
English residents of Baroda were pleased 
to find in the orphaned niece of the Prin­ 
cess of Tanjore a young lady who had en­ 
joyed all the 
great 
advantages of a 
thorough 
English 
education.—[London 
Globe.

“ You know,” continued his lordship, “ the 
achievement of this horse. 
His deeds be­ 
long to history.

But it remained for me—for 
you, my lords and gentlemen—to do honor 
to his mortal remains. 
I wished that this 
noble courser should have a burial worthy 
of his deservings. 
He has had it. 
My 
cook had fitly prepared him, and you have 
feasted upon him to-day.

and gentlemen, the meat which you 
have relished so keenly, and the rich
